FORTIETH ANNUAL CONVENTION 
of the Women’s Missionery Society of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Nebraska of 
the United Lutheran Church in America. 

October 4-6, 1920, in the First Evangelical Lutheran Church, 

North Platte, Nebraska, Rev. C. Franklin Koch, Pastor. 
Convention Theme: Forward. Text: Phil. 3:/ 3-14. 


Monday evening at 7:45 the Liturgical service was 
conducted by Rev. C. Franklin Koch. Greetings were 
given by Mrs. H. S. Johnson of North Platte, and ably 
responded to by Mrs. Laura Troth of Allen. A splendid 
address was given by Rev. Holmes Dysinger, D. D., of 
Fremont, who chose for his text, Psalms, 2:8 and Matt., 
28:19. Offering $5.25. After the close of the service an 
acquaintance hour was enjoyed by all present. 

Tuesday morning, October 5th, 1920. The Devo- 
tional Service was conducted by Mrs. C. B. Harman. 
Theme, “Going to God in Prayer.” The formal opening 
was conducted by Mrs. W. I. Guss, President. Followed 
by Roll Call and reception of credentials. 

It was moved, seconded and carried that we adopt 
the printed program as official with the exception that 
the communion service be changed from Wednesday 
afternoon to Wednesday forenoon, to join in the Synod- 
ical communion.

mother, Mrs. Anna Eugenie Lowe, which was gratefully 
received.

Motion carried that we make the pastors members 
of this convention. 

Motion carried that we adjourn promptly at 11:30 
and meet at 1:30.

REPORT OF THE MISSION STUDY SECRETARY. 


During the past year your Secretary has sent out two circular 

‘letters to every society, and ten personal letters. A total of 25 
‘classes has resulted from these letters and the demonstration at 
the convention last year. Of course, we have fallen far short of 
our goal. “Thirty-nine Mission Study Classes in Christian Amer- 
icanization,” still our report shows a number of gains over last 
year, for which we are grateful. Two Societies conducting classes 
last year discontinued this year, while eleven new classes were 
organized, making a net gain of nine. Of the 22 classes con- 
ducted, 18 were study classes, 5 reading circles, and 2 lecture 
courses. A total of 1,268 members were enrolled in all the 
classes. The list of classes folléws: 

Kountze Memorial (3), Lincoln, Benson, Benedict (Zion), 
Benedict (Bethel), Omaha (St. Mark’s), Omaha (Redeemer). Ris- 
ing City, Fremont (2), Allen, Wilber, Hooper (2), North Platte 
(2), Emerson (2), Tekamah, Awburn (2), Stella, Beatrice. 

I am sure you all appreciate a good neighbor, and lament 
the fact that in these busy times neighboring seems to have gone 
out of fashion. I am sure you also will agree with me that 
neighboring or visiting is one of the crying needs of the (hurch 
today. Our Mission Study books for this winter deal directly 
with this subject, one supplementing the other. “The Church 
and Community” is to be the text-book for the Women's Socie- 
ties, while “Serving the Neighborhood” gives concrete examples 
of how to be neighborly. Such practical books are worthy of 
study by every society in this Synod. We will make our motto — 
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this year “A Mission Study Class in Every Missionary Society of 
the Nebraska Synod.”

EXHIBIT G. 
REPORT OF MAGAZINE SECRETARY. 


To the Ladies of the Convention, Fafhful Workers in Christ: 

As Magazine Secretary | am forced to come before you with 
an imperfect report as I failed to have all Societies respond to 
the. call I made for reports. Twenty-five Societies reporting 573 
members and 414 subscriptions to woman's work. I feel con- 
fident had all responded we would show an increase over last 
year’s subscription list of 476 subscribers. In the course of the 
year I sent out 70 letters and 42 cards. 

* Jn connection with this report I wish to mention some facts 
‘or points that our circulating manager. Mrs. Krechting, wishes 
to heave emphasized at the convention: 

First—That the subscription price has been raised to 75 
cents, and no more free copies given, this being necessary on 
account of the high price of paper and labor. 

Second—That all subscriptions be sent to our Literature 
Headquarters, 844 Drexel Bide., Philadelphia, Pa., addressed to 
latheran Woman's Work. This change of address made on ac- 
count of crowded conditions at Publication House. 

Third—That all checks or money orders be made payable to 
Latheran Woman's Work. Do not include money for anything 
else in your checks to Lutheran’s Woman's Work. 

Fourth—Urge every Congregational Magazine Secretary to 
keep a copy of her list with the dates of expirations. This will 
aid her in getting her renewals in on time. 

Fifth—That subscriptions with money be sent in as soon as 
received and not held back in order to send in a large list at 
one time. It is much easier for the people in the office to have 
them coming in all through the year than a big rush of orders 
at one time. 

Sixth—That if possible iiieiettens be renewed the month 
before expiration, this will save work, time and expense at the 
office. 

With the present high cost of everything it is very necessary 
that we be as practical and economical as possible. Also that we 
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make every possible effort to increase our circulation if we are 
to keep up the present high standard of our Magazine and keep 
it out of debt. 

Our goal is 60,000 for the coming biennium. If we are to 
make it we must have 10,000 more readers this year. We feel 
this can be realized if every, woman will realize that a part of 
the responsibility is hers.

Have the following names to report from the Missionary So- 
ciety of St. Mark’s Church, Omaha: Leonard H. Groh, D. D., made 
a life member by the Missionary Society of St, Mark’s Church 
April 12, 1917, and was transferred to a memorial member Jan- 
uary 8, 1920: Mr. Chas. H. Puls, made a life member by the Mis- 
sionary Society of St. Mark's, September 15, 1920. Mr. Puls has 
been Superintendent of St. Mark's Sunday School for twenty 
years. 
I have been informed that the Missionary Society at Benson 
has two life members to report, also, Lincoln has several! life 
members, but the names did not reach me in time to report them 
at convention. . 

Your Secretary would recommend that every Society would 
take more interest in this work.

REPORT OF DELEGATE TO GENERAL CONVENTION. 


The second Biennial Convention of the Women's Missionary 
Society of the United Lutheran Church in America, met in (nity 
Church, Chicago, Ill., September 14h at three o'clock. 

After singing “Come Holy Spirit,” the confessional and com- 
munion services were conducted by, Dr. Knubel, President of 
the United Lutheran Church. Dr. Wolff, of the Foreign Mission 
Board, gave a brief and impressive meditation based upon the 
llth chapter of First Corinthians, in which he dwelt upon 
the two great meanings of the communion service, its memoria! 
character and its far deeper significance—the great mystery of 
the incarnation. In the strength of this, he urged the members 
of the convention to gO forth to lead the vic’ orious life of service. 

The Holy Communion was administered to a large congre2- 
tion, composed almost entirely of women. In attendance at the 
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convention were forty-three officers, Secretaries and Board mem- 
bers, and one hundred and forty-four delegates, together with 
a large number of visitors, missionaries, deaconesses and repre. 
sentatives of the Church Boards. 

The theme of the President's address “Behold what great 
things Jehovah hath done for us” forcibly brought before us the 
great advantage the women of America enjoy as compared to our 
less fortunate sis‘ers in other lands and our responsibility to 
them. 

- With sufficient funds, sufficient forces and adequate equip. 
met, we can more easily reach the goal, not only in our own de- 
nominational work, but in the reconstruction of the world. 

Greetings from various Synodical Societies, given by women 
from different sections of our territory and working under such 
varying conditions, showed a remarkable unity of spirit in their 
devotion to the cause, and the loyalty to our organization. 

i commissioning service on Tuesday evening was one 
never to be forgotten by all present when Mrs. Traver introduced 
eleven missionary candidates, all of whom will soon be ready 
for active field work. The three great impelling forces named — 
the need of the world, the willingness to serve, and the constrain- 
ing love of Christ—showed the spirit in which these young re- 
cruits are going forth. They go not as martyrs to be pitied, hut 
as strong young men and women well equipped, ready and eager 


for the task.

Dr. Wolff conducted the impressive commissioning service 
for these new missionaries who sailed September 18th for Africa: 
Misses Martin and Otto and Sister Ruth Robeson. Dr. Knubel's 
“Godspeed” to the women énd to the outgoing missionaries 
fornred a fitting close to a memorable occasion. He referred to 
the Women’s Missionary Society as the most helpful! auxiliary in 
the Church and congratulated the women on the harmonious ad- 
justment of their difficulties in the past and on the tangible re- 
sults of their two years’ work as shown in the funds raised and 
in the young lives dedicated to active service. 


The best results of women’s work, however, he said, are 
chown in the intangible results of their patient, untiring edu- 
cation of workers at home. In his message to the outgoing mis- 
sionaries he bade them remember that they must do their work 
often amid hardships, unfavorable conditions, and antagbnistic 
influences; on the cther hand, he bade them remember always 
that they were serving Christ, not only, when nursing and heal- 
ing sick bodies and inspiring and uplifting darkened souls in 


heathen lands, but they are serving us, ‘he Church at home, by 


the light which they throw into our lives, for’ the lessons their 
lives teach us of the catholicity of Christianity, and the value of 
the consecrated will to serve. 

“God bless you as you go,” he concluded, “and remember that 
as day by day you go about your often humdrum tasks, that you 
are serving not only those around you, but you are serving you 
Church at home.” 7 7 

All devotional services were conducted by Mrs. E. ©. Cronk, 
who took for her general theme, “Our every day attitude: to 
Christ, to those who know not Christ, toward our ‘associates, our 
rivals, our enemies, and our possessions.”

Indian Christian Women,” by Miss Louisa Miller; “The Leaders, 
The Learners,” by Mrs. Chas. L. Fry; “The Lamps That Give 
Light,” by Mrs. E. C. Cronk; “Missionary Education for Chil- 


dren,” by Mrs. Maud Junkin Baldwin. Other speakers were Rev. 


Edward T. Horn, of Japan, and Rev. J. F. Seibert, of Chicago.

REPORT OF HOME DEPARTMENT SECRETARY. 


Four of our twenty-nine Women's Societies report Home De- 
partments: Kountze Memorial, Omaha, 44 members; St. Mark's, 
Omaha, 6; Lincoln, 4; North Platte, 6—a total membership of 
sixty-three of whom became active during the year. Fifty-five 
subscriptions to Lutheran Woman's Work are reported and the 
. offerings amount to $12.80. 

The greatest obstacle in the way of Home Department Work 
is the lack of just one WOMAN in every active Society who will 
make hersejf responsible for the work. We would urge the “One 
Woman Campaign” in every Society as a means of extending 
our work the coming year. SOMEBODY must PLANT before we 
can hope for a harvest of ANY KIND. SOMEBODY must carry 
the booklets to the reader. Your State Secretary cannot visit 
the homes in your congregation. We are learning, more and 
more, that the chief business of the Church is to carry the GOS- 
PEL to every creature. Yet how few women, comparatively 
speaking, are enrolled as WORKERS. Your homes need this 
department to bring them into closer touch with the Church; 
your Church needs it because it furnishes work for some mem- 
bers of the congregation who have not found it elsewhere; your 
Missionary Society needs it and is recruited from it and, greatest 
of all, is the blessing it brings—-the winnings of souls—for Christ 
by the personal touch of home visitation. In the average congre- 
gation there are fully as many women who cannot or do not at- 
tend regular missionary meetings as there are those who do. 

A successful Home Depaftment does not require a large 
number of readers or a great amount of money, but its success 
depends upon the faithfulness and regularity of the distribution 
of the literature each quarter. From these home readers will, 
in all probability, come some interested, active members for our 
Societies. IT CAN BE DONE if we have genuine love for the 
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work and go about it in a TACTFUL, SYSTEMATIC way, with. 
out which nothing definite has ever been accomplished. IT 
WOULD BE DONE if we could but realize its importance and its 
far reaching result, trusting not in our own sfrength, but in HIS, 
ever remembering the fact that we can “do all things through — 
Christ which strengthens us.” Yes, it CAN be accomplished. :

PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 
In the providence of God we are again permitted to assemble 
in this another annual convention of the Woman's Missionary So- 
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ciety of the Nebraska Synod. Another year with its opportu- 
_ nities ang privileges has gone into history. Whether we have 
been faithful to the work entrusted to us, He, with whom we 
shall have to do on the judgment day, will be our judge. We 
come together today with grateful hearts because our Heavenly 
Father has seen fit to call us as co-laborers into his service, be- 
cause we believe God's blessing has been upon the work we have 
been doing, also because much loving and faithful service has 
been rendered to our Lord and King. 


We meet in this session that we may review the work of 
the past year, and from its mistakes and :ucc*:ses learn wis- 
dom to devise better and larger things for the comiag year. 
We assemble also that we may learn more about the great and 
important work that is being done and that is planned to be 
done in the future by the women of our great Church 

Our convention motto is “Forward” and the text is Philip- 
pians 3:13-14, “Brethren, | count not niyself to have apprehended: 
but this one thing I do, forgetting those things which are be- 
hind, and reaching forth unto those things which are before, I 
press toward the mark for the prize of the high calling of God 
in Christ Jesus.” Paul describes here in this text the eager 
straining forward of a runner.

_ Upon the request of the World Service Campaign Committee 
for Buropean Relief I sent out letters to every Society of the 
Synod urging that the women of our Churches co-operate in this 
most worthy campaign. I also sent programs of this convention 
to every pastor, every auxiliary, all officers and the Department 
Secretaries. 

Miss Florence Welty, the missionary, sent to our convention 
last year, later visited a number of our auxiliaries. She was a 


' most interesting speaker, and was much enjoyed by those who 


were so fortunate as to hear her. 

Mrs. J. H. Matthiesen, Deaconess Secretary, moved from the 
bounds of our Synod and Mrs. Allan Koch, of Omaha, was ap- 
pointed to take her place. * 

Mrs. O. D. Baltzly, who was last year elected as the official 
delegate, notified me that she could not go to the Women’s Con- 
vention of the United Lutheran Church, which met at Chicago 
September 14-17. With the approval of the Executive Commit- 
tee I appointed Mrs. E. A. Van Fleet to be the official representa- 
tive of our Synod. She will report at this convention. 

Two Executive Committee meetings were held during the 


_ year, and one joint conference meeting. Reports of these will 


be made at this convention. , 

Many societies, we are glad to report, are endeavoring to 
reach the “Standard of Efficiency” goal. 

The slogan of last year was “A Missionary Society :in Every 
Church in the Nebraska Synod.” This has not been reached, but 
we are glad to report that ten new societies were organized dur- 
ing the year. 

It will be a matter of interest to all to know that the thank 
offering for last year exceeded that of any, previous year by 
over $400. ‘ 

Miss Meta Blair, a member of the Kountze Memoria! Church, 
who is going as a missionary, as announced last year, wil! soon 
sail for India. 

Miss Selma Anderson, a member of St. Mark's, Omaha, will 
be commissioned at the coming U. lL. C. Convention at Wash- 
ington, D. C., and will take up mission work in India as soon as 
her passport can be secured. Miss Anderson is a graduate of 
Nebraska State Universty and was an instructor at the Omaha 
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University for two years. She is now a student at the White 
Bible School at New York. She is a young woman of unusual 
ability and is eminently qualified for her chosen work. 

Rev. H. Wiemken, Sanger, Fresno County, Cal, was assigned 
to our Synodical Society by the General Secretary of Home Box 
Work and at this meeting a special cash donation from the va- 
rious societies will be received for this worthy pastor and family. 

I want to express my appreciation to those who have in any 
way assisted in bringing about the results of the past year. 

We wish to make the following recommendations for your 
considerations: 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


1. That, in accordance with the request of the Executive 
Board of the Woman's Missionary Society of the United Luther- 
an Church; we close our Synodical year hereafter July 3ist. | 

2. That the President be authorized to appoint an Immi- 
grant Secretary, in accordance with the request of the General 
Executive Board. 

3. That every society pay the Travel Fund apportionment 
of 5 cents per year for every member on or before April Ist. 
This is essential as the expense of our delegates to the biennial 
convention of the U. L. C. will be paid in proportion as we sup- 
port this fund. 

4. That every society see to it that the Synodical fee of 
10 cents per year for each active member is paid on or before 
January ist. -All local Synodical bills are paid from this fund. 

5. That every society hold a special thank offering service 
some time in November of each year, and if possible make it a 
public meeting. 

6. That each society shall have presented for discussion at 
some meeting during the year “The Scriptural Method of Giving 
the Tithe.” 

7. That every woman pray daily for missions, and that the 
twilight hour be observed as the time if possible. 

8. That we endeavor to have a Missionary Society in every 
Church tn she Synod, and that it be our aim to have every wom- 
an in our Churches either an active or a Home Department mem- 
ber of a Missionary, Society, also that we strive to place the 
“Woman's Work” in the homes of all our members. 

9. That owing to the importance of the work that we try 
to organize the young people and children of our Churches so 
that they may be instructed along missionary lines. 
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10. That all Department Secretaries shall send a report of 
work done to the en dara for her information on January ist 
and July ist.. 

11. That the President of each auxiliary shall see that all 
reports are correctly filled out and promptly sent to the Synod- 
ical officers. 

12. That the motion to adopt the Synodical Constitution 
(see page’ 84 of last year’s minutes) be rescinded, and that the 
proposed constitution shall be referred to a committee to make 


‘such amendments as may be deemed wise and that the constitu- 


tion be presented again at this meeting for the second reading 
and final adoption, also that action on this recommendation be 
taken immediately after the reading of this report. 

13. That as soon as this year’s minutes appear in print, 
that the President of each auxiliary shall read at the [irst regu- 
lar meeting thereafter all recommendations and resolutions 
passed a‘ this convention. .

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CONSTITUTION. 
ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION 
and BY-LAWS 


of the Woman's Missionary Society of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Synod of Nebraska, Synod of the United 
Lutheran Church in America. 


CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS. 
ARTICLE L—NAME. 
This organization shall be known as the WOMAN’S MIS- 


SIONARY SOCIETY of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Ne- 
braska, Synod of the United Lutheran Church in America. 


ARTICLE 


The-object of this organization shall be to interest the wom- 
en, young people and children of the Churches connected with 
this Synod in Missions, to organize them into societies, and to 
sustain in every way the objects supported and sanctioned by 
the WOMAN'S MISSIONARY SOCIETY of the United Lutheran 
Church. Loyal support to the regular apportionments of the 
Church by every member of a Congregational Society shall be a 
recognized policy of the Society, 


ARTICLE Ill.-MEMBERSHIP. 


All persons who are members of the Congregational Mission. 
ary Societies shall be members of this Synodical Society. 


ARTICLE IV.--MEETINGS. 


Sec. 1. This Society shall meet annually. 

Sec. 2. Delegates to the Synodical Convention shall con- 
sist of the Officers of the Synodical Society, its Department Sec- 
retaries, Chairmen of Standing Committees, two delegates from 
each Congregational Woman's Society, one from each Young 
People’s and one from each Junior Missionary Society. 

Sec. 3. A majority of the delegates enrolled at a Synodical 
Conventiqn shall constitute a QUORUM. 


ARTICLE V.—OFFICERS. 
- Sec. 1. Officers of this Society shall be a President, a Vice 
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President, a Recording Secretary, a Statistical Secretary, and a 
Treasurer. 

Sec. 2. Officers shall be elected by ballot at the beginning 
of the second day of the regular convention. No officers ex- 
cepting the Statistical Secretary and the Treasurer shal! serve 
more than two consecutive terms. 

Sec. 3. Officers shall be installed at the closing session of 
the convention. 

ARTICLE VI.—DUTIES OF OFFICERS. “ 

Sec. 1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the 
Society, and of the Executive Committee, shal] appoint all com- 
mittees not otherwise provided for, and supervise the work of 
the Society. 

Sec. 2. The Vice President shall preside at all meetings in 
the absence of the President and shall co-operate with her in fur- 
thering the work of the Society. 

Sec. 3. The Recording Secretary shall publish notice of the 
Synodical Convention and of the Executive Committee meetings 
and shall keep a correct record of the proceedings of both. Un- 
der the direction of the President, she shall prepare the minutes 
of the conventions for publication. 

Sec. 4. The Statistical Secretary shall collect all statistics 
of the Synodical Society and report the same semi-annually to the 
Statistical Secretary of the General Society and annually to the 
Synodical Society, at its regular convention. 

Sec. 5. The Treasurer shall receive the funds forwarded by 
the Congregational Societies, crediting the same to the respec. 
tive societies and remitting quarterly to the Treasurer of the 
General Society all funds designated for the work of the Woman's 
Missionary Society. She shall also have charge of and keep an 
account of the funds raised for the incidental expenses of the 
Society and pay out the same only_ upon a written order signed 
by the President and the Secretary. She shall present a written 
report of such funds to the Synodical Convention. 

Sec. 6. The officers of the Synodical Society shal! consti- 
tute an Executive Committee, whose duty it shall be to manage 
the affairs of the Society between conventions. The Executive 
Committee shall meet only once a year unless the work demands 
its meeting oftener. ; 


ARTICLE VII.—CONFERENCES. 
The Synodical Society shall be divided into the North Platte

Synodical Conference Committees shal! be appointed to as- 
sist in the organization of new societies in their territories, and 
to plan conference meetings to be held once a year.

Recognizing itself as a loyal and integral part of the Synod, 
the Society, shall render an annual report of its proceedings to 
Synod, and when deemed advisable, shall confer through its 
Executive Committee with the Executive Committee of Synod. 


ARTICLE IX.—TRUSTEES. 


A board of five Trustees shall be elected to serve, one for 

a term of one year, two for two years and two for three years, 
whose duties shall be in accordance with the \rticles of Incorpo- 
ration of.the Society, which follows: 


ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION. 


We, the undersigned, Josephine M. Bad:er, Margaret Mos- 
tert, Margaret M. Ludden, Laura B. Snyder, O.ivia M. Kuehn and 
Matie Martin, do hereby associate ourselves for the purpose of 
forming a religious society and corporation under and in accord- 
ance with the laws of the State of Nebraska, and do hereby 
adopt these Articles of Incorporation: 


ARTICLE I. 


NAME.—The name of this corporation is and shall be the 
“WOMAN'S HOME AND FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIBTY 
of the Evangelica! Lutheran Synod of Nebraska. 


ARTICLE Il. 


PRINCIPAL PLACE OF BUSINESS.—The principal place of 
business shall be and is in the City of Lincoln, Neb. 


ARTICLE IIL. 


PURPOSE AND OBJECT.—The purpose and object of this 
corporation shall be to receive, own, purchase, hold, convey and 
mortgage property, both real and personal, for religious, chart- 
table and educational purposes only. It may also receive by de 
mise, bequests or otherwise: to transact al! its secular business 
and manage all temporary aftairs of this corporation, and to ad- 
vance any other object withis the scope of what its name indl- 
cates; and to transact any other business incidental to the ad- 
vancement of the purposes of this corporation. This corpogation 
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being formed solely for religions, charitable and educational pur- 

poses, and not for profit, no stock shall be issued by the corpora- 

tion. 
ARTICLE IV. ‘ 


INDEBTEDNESS.—The indebtedness of this corporation 
shall at no time exceed two-thirds of the value of its property, 
real or personal. 


ARTICLE V. 


POWERS.—The powers of this corporation shall be vested 
in a board of six Trustees, and until the first annual meeting, 
the parties herein named as incorporators shal! also act as Trus- 
tees for the corporation. They shall be elected at the annual 
meeting of the corporation, a majority vote being necessary to 
elect. They shall have all the powers to convey, hold or in- 
cumber the property of the corporation. 


ARTICLE VI. 


MEMBERSHIP.—The membership of this corporation shall 
be composed of all persons who are now members of the Wom- 
an’s Home and Foreign Missionary Society of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Synod of Nebraska (a voluntary association), and of 
all persons hereafter duly, elected. All members residing within 
the bounds of the State of Nebraska, shall be entitled to all the 
rights and privileges in said corporation, the same as any original 


“member forming this corporation at this time. 


ARTICLE VII. 


VACANCIES.—Vacancies in the Board of Trustees and of- 
fices shall be filled by the Board of Trustees at a meeting of the 
board called for that purpose, by the President of the board, who 
shall also be President of the corporation, and the election of 
any member to such vacancy shall be by the affirmative vote 
of the remaining members of the board. In case a tie, the Presi- 
dent shall cast the deciding vote. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


OFFICERS: The officers shall be elected at the annual 
meeting of this corporation, which annual meeting shal! be held 
at some place in Nebraska annually as the Board of Trustees 
determine. These officers elected shall have the usual powers, 
pertaining to their offices and be governed by the By-Laws of 
this corporation, and shall always be ear 4 the control of the 
Board of Trustees. 
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ARTICLE IX. 


SEAL.—This corporation shall adopt a seal and such corpo- 
rate seal shall be affixed to all such official documents as re- 
quire the same. 


ARTICLE X. 
LIFE.—The life of this corporation shall be for a term of 


fifty (50) years from the adoption of these Articles of Incorpora- 
tion. 


ARTICLE XI. 


AMENDMENTS.—These Articles of Incorporation may be 
amended at any regylar annual meeting or any special meeting 
of this corporation, a majority vote of those present being neces- 
sary, to carry any such amendment proposed.

PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


Beloved Brethren of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Ne- 
braska: 
“The Peace of God, which passeth all understanding, 
keep your Hearts and Minds through Christ Jesus.” 


Fifty years ago some noble and courageous pioneers of our 
beloved Lutheran Zion came together and organized the Pvangel- 
ical Lutheran Synod of Nebraska for the purpose of perpetuat- 
ing the faith of the fathers in the language of the children. These 
Heralds of the faith wrought with a prophetic eye. They were 
convinced of thé need of the faith of the Reformation for this 
rapidly developing section of our great land. That beginning 
was small and had its difficulties. It consisted of only six pas- 
tors and six congregations with something like 300 communi- 
cants. At this session of our Synod due notice will be taken of 
that event and the development which has taken place under 
the Providence of God. 

While this is the fiftieth anniversary of our Synod, we are 
assembled in the Forty-ninth Annual Convention thereof. The 
year which just fomes to a close has been a trying one for 
many of our churches, due to the financial readjustment and 
general depression which has prevailed throughout our land 
during the last twelve months, but we believe that our people 
have been endeavoring to prove their faith by a commendable 
fidelity to their churches. It is only natural that our churches 
should reflect in some degree what the whole commercial 
world has been experiencing in a very definite manner. We 
feel, therefore, everything considered, that we assemble in this 
our annual convention with much occasion for gratitude to Al- 
mighty God for His preserving care of His church, and that we 
have much for encouragement as we set our faces toward an- 
other year's service.

Our Synod has been called upon to record the departure 
from this life of three of the highly esteemed and aged fathers 
of the church, the Rey. I. N. Augustine, of Grand Island, Ne- 
braska, who departed this life on July 2, 1921, and the Rev.

It is with pleasure that we can report an application of a 
congregation for membership into the Synod, which congregation 
becomes the basis of a new parish of a most hopeful outlook. 
This congregation is the Resurrection Evangelical Lutheran 
Church of Gretna. 


The Luther League. . 


The young people of any denomination are priceless assets 
to the Kingdom of Christ. The Young People’s Movement in 
the land has been gradually adjusting itself to the respective 
denominations. 

The fundamental consideration in all church life is, of 
course, that the young people be Christians, but since Christian 
work is conducted through the denominations, it is of great 
importance that our young people be trained to be intelligent 
churchmen. In our Lutheran denomination we believe the 
Luther League contributes much to this end. Thus, the United 
Lutheran Church in America at the Washington Convention 
adopted the Luther League as its official Young People’s Luth- 
eran Organization. 

We would urge every pastor of the Synod to have his young 
people become a part of the State Luther League, and as soon 
as possible, to become organized in accordance with the official 
action of the Washington convention of the United Lutheran 
Church. 


Board of Ministerial Relief 


For a number of years, the General Bodies of our church 
have made temporary provision for the aged, incapacitated, wid- 
ows and orphans of our Lutheran families. This most commend- 
able work is to have, if possible, a more substantial place in the 
administration of the church. 

The records of the Board, in their annual report, shows the 
excellent work that is being done. 168 retired ministers, 28 dis- 
abled ministers, 342 ministers’ widows and 100 ministers’ child- 
ren have been supported in the amount of $130,000. We believe 
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this worthy work should receive favorable consideration and 
support in every parish, and we urge our pastors to grant a 
hearing to any representative of this board who may be able to 
spend a service with them. 


The Brotherhood. 


We wish to especially commend the Lutheran Brotherhood 
and to urge our churches to get in touch with the General Secre- 
tary, Rev. S. S. Waltz, D. D., 159 North State, Chicago, Ill. 

The church needs the active support of her men. No pro 
testant church has so large a percentage of men as the Lutheran 
Church, and if our splendid men will just respond to the oppor- 
tunities at hand, decjded progress will be evident in our church 
and synod. We believe the Lutheran Brotherhood has a place 
in every congregation, and that every parish will be greatly 
benefited by its proper functioning. 


South America. 


A clarion call comes to the church for action in South 
America. This continent is greater in extent than our own. The 
door to that vast field of opportuity seems to be Buenos Aires. 
Like Paul who sought the strategic centers of his day, our Mis- 
sion Board seeks to plant the church in that great radiating 
center. An emergency is at hand due to the owner of the build- 
ing in which the mission has been operating desiring to occupy 
the building for his own purposes. 

We believe the special appeal that is being made in behalf 
of a worthy establishment of our United Lutheran Church in 
this great city is deserving of our support. 


The Every Member Canvas- 
The Executive Board of the United Lutheran Church sends 
a special communication in the following words: 

“The Executive Board, at its meeting held May 12, 
1921, took action requesting all the Synods, in view of 
the urgent and growing needs of the Boards, which are 
the churches’ agencies for carrying on its Missionary, 
educational and merciful activities, to secure, if possible, 
the co-operation of all our pastors and congregations in 
the Every Member Canvass to be made during Thanks- 
giving week. 

A special endorsement of this canvass has been sent to us 
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from the Ways and Means Committee of the Ministerium of 
Pennsylvania by a special request of the President of the United 
Lutheran Church of America. 


I am aware that many of the congregations of our Synod 
have arranged their church year according to the Synodical year, 
and this naturally calls for the Every Member Canvass to be in 
September. It may not be wise to make a change. There is, 
however, much to be gained by having a simultaneous canvass 
of all the churches. It gives a prestige to the announcement 
and conveys a responsibility to every congregation that it must 
perform its part in the great movement. 


We urge every church to make this Every Member Canvass 
in a most thorough manner. 


Special Resolutions by the United Lutheran Church. 


Two important resolutions to be transmitted to the District 
Synods were adopted at the last convention of the United Luth- 
eran Church and are as follows: 

First, Resolved that this Body hereby express its 
conviction that the Synods connected with it should re- 
quire a minister, who leaves the specific work of the 
ministery to engage in secular pursuits, to deposit his 
ordination certificate with the President of Synod, of 
which he is a member, to be returned to him whenever 
he resumes, with the consent of the President of Synod, 
to work of the ministery. This does not apply to those 
who may be incapacitated by age or ill health (see min- 
utes of United Lutheran Church, p. 208). 


Second, Whereas, the benevolent contributions 
should never even temporarily be used by congregations 
to meet local expenses, thereby perhaps diverting gifts 
from the purpose for which they were given, and 


Whereas, the best interests of the Church demands 
that the benevolent contributions be transmitted every 
month to the proper Treasurer. We, therefore, ask the 
United Lutheran Church to recommend to its constitu- 
ant Synods for consideration the following resolution: © 


“Resolved, that we recommend the election of two 
Treasurers in every congregation, one for the current 
fund, and one for benevolence.” 
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Election of Delegates. 


A communication from the Secretary of the United Lutheran 
Church contains the information that the next biennial conven- 
tion of the United Lutheran Church in America will be held in 
Buffalo, about October 17th to 26th. In that event it becomes 
necessary for us to elect delegates to that convention, inasmuch 
as the constitution of the United Lutheran Church prescribes 
that the Secretary of Synod shall certify to the Secretary of the 
United Lutheran Church in America the delegates from Synod, 
thirty days before the biennial convention. It will, therefore, 
be our duty to elect five clergymen and five laymen with alter- 
nates to that convention of the United Lutheran Church. 


Improvements. 


Although the year which just comes to a close has witnessed 
a general depression in business, yet there has been a very com- 
mendable list of improvements made in our churches, as follows: 

Allen.—Painting and basement repaired, at cost of $150.00. 

Dakota City, Salem.—Bought Immanuel’s interest in the par- 
sonage for the sum of $655.00. 

Davenport.—An electric motor was installed in the place of 
the windmill and the water system installed in the parsonage at 
a total cost of $195.00. 

Bmerson.—Garage for the pastor, redecorating parsonage, 
furnace repaired at the cost of $500.00. This church owns the 
pastor's car, a stereotype, lantern and a neostyle. 

Grand Island.—Repaired parish house. Purchased 152 com- 
mon service books, choir robes, pulpit and lecturn coverings, 
and other chancel equipment to the amount of $1172.26. $2500.00 
have been contributed as a starting fund for the new church. 

Hampton.—A new parsonage which will be finished about 
December ist, at a cost of $3100.00, one-half of which has al- 
ready been provided, modern in every respect. 

Hooper.—Grading, parking and curbing the church lot at a 
value of $200.00. 

Lincoln.—-New parsonage, Sunday School room decorated 
at a cost of $4575.00, all provided for with the exception of 
$1050.00. 

North Platte.—-$3000.00 paid on the debt. Piano purchased 
at the cost of $400.00. * 

Omaha, Church of the KRedeemer.—New roof on the church 
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building at the cost of $250.00 and interest bearing debt of 
$1200.00 paid off, leaving the church free of all interest bearing 
indebtedness. 

Omaha, First Lutheran, Benson.—Installed new Common 
Service Hymnals. Paid off old debt amounting to $1200.00. 

Omaha, St. Luke’s—Sold lot at 23rd and K Sts., purchased 
new location for the future and greater St. Luke’s at 24th and I 
Sts., 120 feet, facing on 24th St., 150 feet deep, at the price of 
$18,500.00 with an arrangement of payments easily cared for by 
the parish. A new car for the pastor. 

Omaha, St. Mark’s.—Decoration of Sunday School rooms 
and cement drive at cost of $321.00. 

Ponca.—-A new Chancel with complete Lutheran arrange- 
ment and equipment, at a cost of $650.00, and new loose leaf 
membership record, 1000 feet of side-walk at a cost of $300.00. 

Rising City—Furnace and new floors in the parsonage and 
cement walk laid at the cost of $440.00. 

Sidney Parish.—The Gurley Church built an altar and pur- 
chased carpet at a cost of $119.00. 

Sidney Church improved the parsonage and made repairs at 
the cost of $200.00. 

Stamford.——-Parsonage remodelled and enlarged at the cost 
of $1600.00. 

Verdon—Remodeled garage, new fences, repaired furnace, 
cost $100.00. Duplex envelopes adopted. 

Wayne.—Furnace in parsonage and paving and other repairs 
$1325.00 

Wilber—-Reshingling of parsonage, sewer connection. New 
shades in parsonage, $410.50, and a new piano in the church. 

Wolbach.—An altar cross, $60.00. 

West Point.—Repairs on church building, $250.00. 

York.—Repair of parsonage and new altar coverings. $75.00. 
Church voted, September 25th, for a new parsonage, and for that 
purpose has installed a “Jehoida Chest”, the first offering of 
which recorded $137.00. 


Financial Depression. 


It cannot be overlooked that our country is passing through 
a period of financial depression and retraction. We need not be 
surprised if this depression is reflected in our church finances 
and benevolences, but let us prove ourselves to be men equal 
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to the situation. It is not a time for excitement or pessimistic 
views. It is, however, for real generalship and the situation 
will call for the best exercise of administration of which we are 
capable. The coming months must find us with the spirit of 
“patient continuance in well doing’. Let us not expect to es- 
cape the discouragements of our people but let us everyone be 
an example of faith and service to those who look to us for 
spiritual leadership. May God forbid that in a crisis, His min- 
isters should be “weighed in the balances and found wanting”. 
This is not a time for running, for the fortress of the Kingdom 
must be held and the church must look to the ministers for the 
Word of courage and strength. 


‘The Need of Men for the Ministry. 


It is most distressing that we come to the fiftieth annivers- 
ary of this honorable body with no one for licensure or ordin- 
ation. I feel deeply pained over this fact, and I believe that 
many hearts in this Synod are equally distressed that it should 
be so. Why should we come to an annual convention with no 
life to be consecrated to the greatest work that has ever been 
entrusted to a human soul, with no one ready to invest his time 
and ability in the most stirring and far-reaching results within 
a human experience? What is the cause? 

I wonder if in the life measurement of the world, that the 
things of this life have become the dominant measure in the 
Christian Church. I fear it has, and that a poor conviction of 
the supreme investment of life prevails. I believe there needs to 
be a profound awakening in both pulpit and pew, to the supreme 
things of human life, and that God needs to be restored to His 
first place in the souls of men. Then will fathers and mothers 
and young men see the glory of the Lord and in answer to the 
Divine Cail, “Who will go for me?”", we shall have the answer, 
“Here am I, send me”. As a means to the accomplishment of 
this greatly to be desired conviction, I believe a committee 
should be appointed, composed of men who have a profound con- 
viction of the Church of Christ and of its commanding claim on 
the young lives of our parishes, whose mission it shall be to 
make the conviction of service supreme. 


The Ministry for Our Generation. 
The ministry for our generation. What shall it be? 
We are living in a changed order of things in the business 
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world under the shibboleth of efficiency. Devices, schemes, 
forms and machinery have been advocated and multiplied with- 
out number. In many quarters the ministry has sought to equip 
itself with every modern business appliance, anticipating effici- 
ent results thereby. The preaching even is garbed in the lan- 
guage of the salesman, and religion treated as a commodity. The 
world has cheered this new departure, but is not effected by it. 
It seems to be rather a welcome of the church into its fold, and 
a commendation for having taken upon itself, the secular life. 

Brethren, the present age is not going to be saved by system 
or schemes or equipment or devices of any kind or manner, but 
by a realization of the desperate character of sin, of its blight- 
ing power, of its terrific hold upon human lives and a vivid un- 
derstanding of Jesus Christ as the only redemption therefrom. 
“The present world is going to be led out of the wilderness in 
which it has lost itselt’’, not by a Moses with all manner of rules 
and regulations and equipment, but by an Isaiah, who will speak 
to the generation in “Thus saith the Lord”. The redemption of 
the world will “not be by might or by power, but by My Spirit, 
saith the Lord’’. 

The Ministers’ first business today, as never before, is to 
minister. All else, ads, form letters and all the rest, is second- 
ary and should be kept sternly subservient to His great Calling. 
He is called—and the ages past and the ages to come call him— 
to keep aright within the souls of men the flame of the eternal. 
A passion for souls must fill our hearts, and the burden of the 
Lord, with the message of life must rest heavily upon us. This 
is first. 


Parish Sorrows. 


Three of the homes of our beloved Pastors have passed 
through deep sorrow since last meeting of the Synod. 

On November 9, 1921, Mrs. George Livers, the wife of our 
consecrated brother at Allen, departed this life after an extended 
iliness, leaving to mourn this great loss her husband and two 
precious sons and a daughter. 

In June, the home of our esteemed co-workers, Rev. and Mrs. 
William Hoffman suffered the loss of a precious little son. 

On October 8th, our beloved brother Klaus de Freese suffer- 
ed the loss of his devoted wife, who in addition to her sorrowing 
husband leaves a precious little baby. 

Profoundest sympathy of our Synod goes out to these famil- 
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ies and may our God, whose comforting grace we teach to others, 
give strength and courage to these sorrowing souls. 


Recommendations. 


First. We recommend that this Synod again approve of the 
Beneficence Campaign to be held Thanksgiving week, and that 
as far as compatible our congregations cooperate in the Every 
Member Canvass. 


. Second. That this Synod approves of the recommendation 
of the United Latheran Church relative to each congregation 
having two Treasurers, one for its Current Expenses and one for 
Benevolence. ~ 


Third. That every Treasurer of Benevolence shall send, on 
or before the tenth of each month, a remittance of such Benevo- 
lence as he has on hand to the Treasurer of Synod. 


Fourth. That we express our delight and heartiest approval 
that the United Lutheran Church in America at its Washington 
Convention decided to locate the Board of Home Missions and 
Church Extensions at Chicago. 


Fifth. That a Committee on Architecture be appointed, 
which shall study the subject of Lutheran Architecture, and be 
ready to furnish information for the future building of churches 
within the bounds of this Synod. 


Sixth. That we invite and urge the President and Theolog- 
ical Professors of the Western Theological Seminary to make a 
systematic visitation of all the churches within the bounds of 
this Synod, and to present the cause of Christian Education and 
appeal for young lives to be consecrated to the holy office of the 
Ministry. 


Seventh. That we urge the people of our congregations to 
subscribe for the official paper of the United Lutheran Church, 
“The Lutheran”. 


Eighth. That we Pastors hereby pledge ourselves that we 
make a special effort to turn the young people of our congre- 
gations to Midland College, where they shall receive an educa- 
tion under Christian influences. t 


- In conclusion, permit me to express my appreciation for the 
universal kindness shown and the assistance rendered during 
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the year. I herewith return to the Synod the trust committed 
to my care one year ago. 
The Grace of. our Lord, Jesus Christ; The Love of God and 
the Communion of the Holy Ghost be with you all. Amen.

EXHIBIT B. 
REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF MIDLAND COLLEGE. | 


The Board of Trustees of Midland College met in annual 
session at Fremont on June 7th. The meeting was well attended 
and the deepest interest was manifest on the part of every one 
present. 

Of the business transacted at this meeting and other matters 
of importance pertaining to the College and Seminary, we would 
mention the following: 

Through the report of the Executive Committee the inform- 
ation was brought to the Board that the Nye property could be 
purchased at this time for the Western Seminary for $60,000 
and an annual annuity of $1,800 during the life of Mr. Nye, or 
his wife should she survive him. The Board made persona! in- 
vestigation of the buildings and grounds and voted favorably on 
its purchase, authorizing the Executive Committee to make fur- 
ther investigations and buy the property if nothing developed to 
discourage such procedure. The history of the transaction to 
date is that the Executive Committee, through a special com- 
mittee, and the Seminary Faculty after making more minute sur- 
vey of the property, decided, that to fit up the building for Sem- 
inary purposes and to keep up the grounds in the proper manner 
would necessitate such an expenditure as to make the property 
at the first price a burden to the Church. The Committee de- 
cided that $30,000 would be about all that should be paid, be- 
sides the annuity above mentioned. The latest knowledge we 
have of the deal is that Mr. Nye has practically come down in 
his price to $35,000. Negotiations are still being carried on 
through our Mr. Abbott, who, in his characteristic manner, is 
working to the very best interest of the institution. 

The matter of securing a financial man at this time received 
no consideration by the Board, but as seemed best for the pres- 


ent a Financial Committee was created in whose hands was . 


’ given the direction of the campaign to raise the necessary 
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funds for the College and Seminary on this territory. This com- 
mittee consists of five, one man from each of the Synods repre- 
sented on the Board. In the plans for the committee were com- 
prehended the services of Dr. Stauffer for the College and Dr. 
Krueger for the Seminary, who would spend about three-fourths 
of their time on the territory securing cash and subscriptions 
for current expenses, endowment and new buildings. These 
brethren are working diligently in harmony with the plans of the 
Board, doing the very best they can in the congregations whose 
doors are open for their canvassing. Three things prevail to 
make the financial situation of our School as it is. These are: 
First, that the institution with its present endowment and stu- 
dent body is far from being self-sustaining; Second, the extra 
needs occ .sioned by @he increased cost of living during 1919 to 
1921 have caused ws, like all other similar institutions, to run 
behind in our regular obligations; Third, that the Board of Edu- 
cation reduced their appropriation of $15,000 promised for 191¥ 
and 1920 by 40%, and in addition to this reduction from our in- 
come on the annua] budget the Board of Education is indebted to 
us now on last year’s appropriation $5,000. As to the removal 
pledge fund, let us advise you that much of the money due and 
past due, is not coming in. During these times we do not feel 
that we should push these claims, but the people should be re- 
minded that their obligations are legitimate and should receive 
their ‘serious attention. The contributions of our various con- 
gregations during this coming winter for the regular current 
expenses and benevolence will tax most of our people to the 
extent of their ability, at least to the extent of their willingness, 
nevertheless Drs. Stauffer and Krueger are going after the job 
hopefully. Let us help and encourage them in every way pos- 
sible. It might be well to remind you that Dr. Dysinger and 
Dr. Klotche have assumed the class room work of Dr. Krueger 
while he is out on the field, while the extra duties of administra- 
tion of Dr. Stauffer while he is absent from the institution are 
being taken care of by Dean Tilberg, extra teaching by Dr. Aue, 
and all without additional compensation. 


We would call your attention also to the fact that the Board 
of Directors voted to ask our churches on Midland’s territory to 
set aside a day in May to be known as Midland College Day. 
This is in keeping with the action of the United Lutheran 
Church. In addition to this, the Executive Committee author- 
ized the observance of October the second this year at Fremont. 
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The day was observed, and the report is that it was a great 
success. It is estimated that 1,500 people attended the services. 
It was another opportunity for our Lutheran people to see the 
institution and hear able presentation of the cause of Christian 
Education. Let us keep Midland College in mind next May and 
let us be ready to do at least one of three things: Take an 
offering for the College, present the work of Christian Educa- 
tion, or make an urgent appeal to the parents and young men of 
our Church in behalf of the Christian Ministry. These same 
great needs of the Church should also be considered for the Day 
of Prayer for Colleges in February. In accordance with the evi- 
dent plans of our United Lutheran Church we should be local- 
izing and centralizing all our educational interests and endeav- 
ors on the College and Seminary on our own territory, in our 
State, in the center of our great middle western Lutheranism. 

Some statistics of enrollment will doubtless be profitable in 
this valuable space. Midland College enrollment at Fremont for 
the corresponding period of the opening for three years.

Total at the end of Ist year 456, and at end of 2nd year 492. 

The increase in the Freshmen class is 30% over that of 
last year and for the entire coilegiate department 32%% over 
last year’s enrollment during the first semester. The Preparatory 
has a few less and the Commercial School 25 less than at the 
same time a year ago. 

It is a matter of real gratification that the High Schools of 
Nebraska are coming to know Midland College and her work 
more fully, which means increased enrollment from year to year. 
Midland College has a good reputation among the Educators of 
Nebraska and the impression of the general public concerning 
the School and its work is the very best. May our pastors and 
congregations be encouraged by these things to stand by Mid- 
land College in clearing up the financial needs now inevitably 
upon us. 

We deem it fitting to add this sort of personal note. First, 
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that we should express our deepest appreciation for the good 
fortune to our Church out here that Dr. J. F. Krueger refused 
the very complimentary opportunity from the Chicago Lutheran 
Seminary, that he might remain with us to spend his splendid 
ability in the building up of our Western Seminary at Fremont 
into that School of Prophets in this mighty Lutheran West, 
which has been in his vision for the years past. Together with 
his loyal and capable co-workers in our Western Semnary, with 
the ardent support of the Church that will attend his efforts, 
nothing can be regarded too big for the attainment of this insti- 
tution in our great and wealthy territory. Let's get the step 
with Dr. Krueger and keep it, and we are positive that he will 
be more than sufficiently gratified in the choice he has made. 

Second, we are constrained, possibly most by the deep sense 
of personal loss, to call attention of this body to the loss to 
Midiand College of our lamented brother, the Rev. George W. 
Livers, whose fourth consecutive term of office as trustee from 
this Synod would have been concluded at this session of Synod. 
This Synod loses a most devout champion of the cause of Chris- 
tian education and an untiring, humble, tactful and dependable 
representative of this cause on the Board of Trustees of Mid- 
land College. 

We recommend only this, that every pastor and congrega- 
tion of our Synod read and consider the serious and earnest 
suggestions made in this report, and that they most heartily and 
fully co-operate in bringing to speedy success the program of our 
efficient faculty and Board of Trustees for the greater Midland 
College and Western Seminary rightfully hoped for.

A short summary from the Assembly Sheet and from the 
| Parochial reports may be of interest to Synod. 

Congregations 55, parishes 44, Parishoners 32, baptized mem- 
. bers 13,732, confirmed 10,051, communing 6,426, value of property 
ia $1,203,642.00, indebtedness $52,948, Current expenses $97,095,

Two pastors sent no report; the Statistician had to make 
out sixteen reports as best he could. The figures are not exactly 
correct because of the negligence of these two pastors and a 
number of laymen. There is an increase in many items which 
should cause rejoicing: 1,142 baptisms, 491 confirmed, 572 com- 
muning, one Sunday School, 29 officers and teachers, 837 schol- 
ars; 17 cradle roll, three for the ministry, six brotherhoods and 
169 members, eight women's societies and 488 members, 11 
young people's societies and 331 members. 

An increase of $49,642.00 in valuation of property, $4,817.00 
in current expenses and $3,948.00 on paid benevolence. Not as 
much unusual expense and unapportioned benevolence as the 
year before.

The chief work of Your Laymen's Missionary Movement 
Committee was to assist the Treasurer of Synod in endeavoring 
to raise the full amount of the Benevolence. Emphasis was also 
laid on the necessity of each congregation placing its finances 
on the best known possible basis, that of the Every Member 
Canvass and Duplex Offering Envelope system. To these ends 
approximately 400 letters were sent out to the pastors of Synod, 
besides a circular letter to every Church Councilman of the 
Synod. bsg 

As to the results accomplished, we cannot so readily answer.

session of Synod, but failed to do so. We, therefore, now sub- 
mit the following: 

Your Committee was actively in charge of the campaign 
for funds for Midland College up to the time of the resignation 
of Dr. S. H. Yerian, our Campaign Manager, whose resignation 
took effect July 1, 1920. On July 8, 1920, we voted to turn over 
to the Board of Directors of Midland College, all the cash, se- 
curities and subscriptions secured to date, for further admin- 
istration by said Board. The Midland College Board of Direc 
tors, through their Executive Committee, accepted the funds 
tendered them, as well as the responsibility of conducting the 
campaign of raising funds for the Institution, asking only of our 
Committee that we cooperate with them until the full amount 
of the funds to secure the removal of the College would be 
pledged. 

At the meeting of the Board of Directors of Midland Col- 
lege on June 7th, 1921, a new committee of the Board was cre- 
ated to whom was committed the full management of the rais- 
ing of funds, thus assuming in full, the responsibility laid upon 
our Committee by this Synod, in the spring of 1919. We, there- 
fore, ask to be discontinued in the regular order. 


We would report that the total amount subscribed to July

EXHIBIT J. 


REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL SUNDAY SCHOOL 
SECRETARY. 


The four months in office of the present Synodical Sunday 
School Secretary is not as we would like, owing to the lack of 
information as to what has been dome or the program planned. 
We had not facts as to the condition of the schools of the 
Synod, and the same seems impossible to get, and thus, we 
were left to work out our own salvation. And thus, this report 
will not contain so much that has been done by your secretary 
but more that which has been accomplished by the schools. 

There are fifty schools in a Synod; thirty-nine have re- 
turned the questionaire filled in. 

The total enrollment is 4,108. The largest enrollment is 
found in Kountze Memorial with 1,008; second at Grand Island 
with 270; and the average enrollment is 129. 

Every school but five have cradle roll departments. The 
total enrollment in the cradle department is 964. The largest 
cradle roll is in Kountze Memorial with 175; the second at 
Emerson at 85; the average cradle roll is 31. 

But twelve schools have home departments. The total 
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membership is 414; the largest home department is at Emerson 
with 196; second, at North Platte with 70; the average, 31. 

Many of the schools do not seem to appreciate the value 
of organization. There are only sixteen schools that have any 
organized classes. There are 43 organized classes in the Synod. 
One school, Ponca has all the classes organized; Fremont is 
second with seven organized classes. 


Most of the schools have separate departments and graded 


work in the elementary division. 

The workers’ conferences are greatly neglected. (nly ten 
schools have workers’ conferences. And three of them half- 
heartedly. It seems to me we are neglecting one of the vitals. 

The average attendance was three-fourths the enrollment. 
Only three schools have no enrollment at all (according to 
reports). Ninety-two and a half per cent of the officers and 
teachers attend the church service. Twenty-one schools have a 
perfect record on this point, while seventyone per cent of 
church councils (of schools reporting on this point) attend Sun- 
day School. Of these, one school has four out of its five coun- 
cilmen regularly at Sunday School. Only fifty-one per cent of 
Sunday School scholars stay for worship. This is astonishing. 

Lutheran Literature is used exclusively in all schools but 
four, and they use mostly the literature of our church. 

Eleven schools have teachers’ training classes. No, wonder 
the reports are no better. 

The offering for Synodical Sunday School work is reported 
to be $954.67, of this the treasurer has informed me none has 
arrived at his office. The expense for the past four months is 
$7.25. 

Recommendations: | | 

First. That a synodical paper be published each month, it 
being essential] to the greatest efficiency in the schools and con- 
gregations of the Synod. 

Second. That the pastors and workers lay a special em- 
phasis on the workers’ conference and teacher training in their 
local fields.

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EXHIBIT K. 
REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MINSTERIAL EDUCATION. 


The Nebraska Synod continues its good work of helping to 
prepare young men for the grand and glorious calling of the 
Gospel Ministry. Five young men have been assisted during 
the last year, one in the Seminary and four in the College. 
These young men have been doing good work. Their grades 
show that they have come up to the standard that Synod re- 
quires. in their applications for aid for the next year they have 
answered all the questions and given references for the guaran- 
tors. .We corresponded with the references and find the guar- 
antors all right. Seven ask for aid this year. : 

Alfred Frank is now a Middier in the Western Theo- 
logical Seminary. He did good work in supplying the Church 
in Emerson during the summer. He asks for two hundred dol- 
lars for the coming year. We recommend that he be granted 
that amount. 

Alfred Young is now a Senior in Midland College. He at- 
tended the summer school at Midland this last summer, trying 
to shorten his school days one year. He asks for $250.00 for 
the next year. We recommend that he be granted $200.00. 

Max Harder applies to us for aid. He is now a Senior in 
Midland College. He has cared for himself financially thus 
far and is to be commended for it. He feels that he must have 
some help now and asks for $175.00 for the year. We recom- 
mend that he be granted that amount. 

Walter Voss is now a junior in Midland College. He asks 
for $176.00 for the year. We recommend that he be granted 
that amount. 

Henry Dumler is now a Sophomore in Midland College. 
He asks for $175.00 for the year. We recommend that he be 
granted that amount. 

Laurence Mortensen is classed as a Sophomore in Midland 
College. On account of a serious operation last spring he was 
not able to complete the work of the second semester. He was 
not physically able to do manual labor during the summer, but 
attended the summer school at Midland. He was able to make 
up seven and one-half credits of the thirteen credits he missed. 
He asks for $300.00 this year. We recommend that he be 
granted $300.00. 
Henry Scherer has entered the Freshman class at Midland 
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College. He believes that he is called to the ministry and needs 
our assistance. He asks for $200.00. We recommend that he 
be granted $175.00. 

Paul White, who is a Sophomore in Midland College asks 
_for $176.00 for the year. We recommend that he be granted 
that amount, providing his application meets with the approval 
of the Committee on Ministerial Education. 

In January, 1921, James C. Mortensen paid back to Synod 
the amount of $375.00 plus the interest. He had received aid 
several years ago, then went to teaching and has continued in 
that work. 

' In September, 1921, Earl A. Byers paid back to Synod the 
amount of $150.00 plus the interest. He is now teaching in 
Roanoke College. 

There are others who will need urging to do likewise. 

Your Committee believes that it does not have as close 
contact with the beneficiaries as it should have. Too much is 
done through correspondence and that is not always the 

most satisfatory. The Pastors’ and Students’ Conference at 
' Midland College last April opened the way for the Committee 
and these young men to meet each other face to face. A short 
conference was thus held and we believe it should be continued. 
Better results will grow out of this.

EXHIBIT L. 
REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF NACHUSA ORPHANAGE. 


Your Committe would beg to report as follows: 

We attended a meeting of the Board in November, at which 
time the Superintendent, Rev. J. McCullough, handed in his 
resignation. The Board accepted the same and in his place 
elected Rey. P. H. Stahl Superintendent, who now is in charge 
of the orphanage. 

The financial condition of the institution at the resignation 
of Rev. McCullough was in good condition. 

At the present time there are thirty-two children in the 
home, and another one will be here by the time of this report. 

During the year seven were dismissed to relatives and 
friends, and seven were received. There are twenty-nine in our 
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school and two are going to high school. Our teacher this year 
is Miss Gertrude Tulle and she is doing splendid work. She has 
taken special training in the Mother House in Baltimore. 

The farm and truck did fairly well considering the dry 
weather. 

The working force at the present time consists of Superin- 
tendent, Matron, Seamstress, Teacher, Cook and Farmer. We 
have had a very good farmer this year. 

The following is a brief financial report: 

Balance on hand in the general fund, September 9, $865.00, 
money available in building fund over $5,000.00. There is also 
in the general fund in Liberty Bonds $1100.00, and five shares 
in bank stock. Our greatest need at the present time is more 
room. We are trowded so that satisfactory work can not be 
done as it ought to be. We ought to have by all means a fund 
of $50,000.00 with which to build two cottages and a central 
heating plant and make other improvements. That would en- 
large the orphanage so that we could take care of the needs of 
the present time. Since the first of September we have had nine 
applications, four of which are our own Lutheran children but 
we are filled up and it seems impossible to think that the 
Church would continue to turn them away much longer. The 
work is moving along very nicely and we feel very grateful 
for the splendid support that has been coming from many 
churches. We have very much appreciated the support that has 
come from your body and we feel very sorry that the change 
of territory in regard to Nachusa and Tabitha will take your 
support from us. We bear the thanks of the Board to the 
Nebraska Synod from the Nachusa Orphanage.

EXHIBIT M. 
REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CONSTITUTION. 


The Committee on Constitution calls attention to a typo- 
graphical error in Article 4, Section 2-B, page 67 of printed 
minutes where the term “See line 441” should be omitted and 
the word “its” inserted. 

We offer the following amendments to the Constitution: 

1. That wherever the term “Sunday School” occurs in the 
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Constitution that term .be changed to “Church School’ to con- 
form to the terms now used by the Boards. } 

2. That Article VI, Section 1, Item B, be amended by 
striking out the words “sign this Constitution prior to admis- 
sion into membership” and substituting the words, “receive a 
copy of this Constitution and shall s@bmit in writing, prior to 
his admission to membership, a statement of his willingness to 
comply with its provisions.” 

The Committee on Constitution hereby submits the follow- 
ing amendment to the By-Laws of Synod: 

The Committee on Ministerial Education may grant aid 
from the ministerial education funds to suitable and worthy 
young women of the Nebraska Synod who desire to fit them- 
selves through regular channels of the United Lutheran Church 
for foreign mission work under the Board of Foreign Missions 
ot the United Lutheran Church, or for such home service as 
comes under the Deaconess Work of the United Lutheran 
Church, and who may need financial assistance in taking up 
and completing the course of training required by the United 
Lutheran Church through its Boards. The aid shall be in such 
sums as may be deemed possible and advisable by the Commit- 
tee on Ministerial Education, provided that the maximum does 
not exceed the maximum amounts paid to young men for the 
ministry. The Commitee shall duly investigate the motives, 
merits and genera! qualifications of applicants and make safe - 
provision for the use and repayment of such funds similar to 
those governing men studying for the ministry and arrange all 
other necessary details in the carrying out of these provisions 
for the aid of young women.

REPORT OF DELEGATES TO CONVENTION OF UNITED 
LUTHERAN CHURCH. 


The Second Convention of the United Latheran Church was 
held at Washington, D. C., October 19-27, 1921. Our Synod was 
represented at this convention by the following delegates: Rev- 
erends C. B. Harman, C. H. Lewis, Dr. O. D. Baltzly, G. B. Wea- 
ver, R. W. Livers and Messrs. M. G. Leamer, G. F. Overbeck, W. 
D. Morton, 8. H. Wassum and J. H. Humpe. 

Fittingly preparatory to the opening of Synod, the Holy 
Communion was administered on Tuesday evening to the dele- 
gates and visitors by the officers of the United Church, assisted 
by the clerical members of the Executive Board. The sermon 
was preached by Dr. F. H. Knubel, from the text, Acts 25:27, 
“Whose I Am and Whom I Serve,” the well chosen theme being 
“The Catholicity of Lutheranism.” It was a strong, timely and 
uplifting sermon, sounding clearly the keynote of the Conven- 
tion and presenting a true exposition of the doctrina]) and 
practical outstanding points of our beloved Church. 

The Convention assembled next morning for business 
promptly at the hour set for the purpose, being opened by the 
President in a dignified manner in the use of the Order for the 
Opening of Synods, and the great sessions were declared 
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formally begun. The reports of the officers were read in proper 
order and the election of the officers for the ensuing biennium 
naturally following. The report of the President was justly 
termed a “clear and concise analysis of the Church's condition 
and a scripture statement concerning her threefold mission.” 
It is indeed a remarkable document, and will go down in the 
history of American Lutheranism among the greatest treatises 
of our great church. 

The former officers were all reelected, complimentary to 
their splendid service to the Church during the past, and first 
two years of our merged Lutheran body. President Knubel ac- 
cepted the compliment in his characteristic humble and impres- 
sive manner and conducted the affairs of the convention with a 
master hand in love and devotion to the interest of the entire 
Church, without fear of any and with favor to none. The 


. special resolution passed by unanimous vote during the closing 


hour of the convention expresses the conviction of every one of 
our delegates——“That we express to the President our apprecia- 
tion of the wisdom, kindliness and Christian fairness with which 
he has conducted this convention.” By his unmistakable atti- 
tude toward every delegate, every Synod and every interest of 
the entire Lutheran Church, we sure sat around him and under 
the sway of the scepter he wielded with restful confidence and 
security throughout the convention. With such despatch and 


tactfulness were the sessions conducted that the closing time — 


came nearly two days ahead of the schedule. 

As every pastor has had the minutes of the convention, 
having no doubt carefully scanned those weighty pages and 
presented the substance of his reading to his congregation, we 
pass to present only a few of the things done during those 
days, the things that either endorse what we have already 
acted upon as a Synod, what should receive our attention at 
this time, or what will be of special interest to the people of 
our Synod. 

The reports of all our General Boards were in the main 
gratifying. How greatly the merger has enlarged and strength- 
ened our Lutheran forces, not only in our beloved country but 
in our great work of world evangelization. We are now a body 
with a strong work in all the great countries of the world, with 
a force of workmen combined into strong and efficient organ- 
izations, which are encouraged by the confidence and support 
of our great American body. This new uniting and co-operating 
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have secured the active cooperation of the United Danish Luth- 
eran Church in Japan and the Augustana Synod in all our For- 
eign Mission work.

Clergymen and laymen 
sat unwearied and at full attention during the hours of this 
presentation, feeling most profoundly the powerful presence 
of the Triune God. There were naturally differences at other 
times during the convention, but here we were as one, abso- 
lutely one, in faith and doctrine. Little does it matter if in the 
result of our ‘mighty merger, we must sacrifice a few favorite 
hymns, a few favorite chant settings, some so-called union 
services with other denominations, if we can thereby become a 
fitting part of a great body united by a document of such char- 
acter. It has gathered up all the great things of the past for 
which our fathers have successfully contended, and having 
passed them through the minds and hearts of the most intelli- 
gent and pious church men of our times, gathering strength and 
power through the pruning and enlargement it has necessarily 
received as it has thus been fitted into its new environment, 
it has been emblazoned on the world screen before the eyes 
of all Christendom without a solitary foe to rise to find fault 
with it. Surely it is of God, and we must be grateful beyond 
expression to call it ours. 


We have the following recommendations to offer: 

First. That this Synod is profoundly grateful for the 
great progress of our United Lutheran Church in America dur- 
ing the first two years of its history, and for the harmony that 
has prevailed in the work involved in the merging of our inter- 
ests and our operations 

Second. That we have received with gratitude the evidence 
that our western work and needs are receiving due consider- 
ation and care of our United Lutheran Church as a body. And 
that our United Lutheran Church is truly American in dimen- 
sions and in spirit. 

Third. That we pledge ourselves to adopt the new things 
authorized by the United Church as soon as and as fast as 
seems expedient to do so, and that the important objects 
assumed by the last Convention receive our heartiest and actual 
consideration. 

Fourth. That for the delegates of our Synod to all future 
sessions of the United Lutheran Church in America, the follow- 
ing be a standing rule of our Synod. That we expect our dele- 
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gates to the United Lutheran Church to attend all the sessions 
of the convention to which they were elected delegates, and 
that they shall not be paid their expenses unless they do attend 
* the sessions of the Convention, unless providentially prevented.

EXHIBIT V. 
REPORT ON STATE OF THE CHURCH. 


_. The general consensus of opinion among our pastors is 
that the church is growing greater and more influential. in 
nearly every case conditions are denoted as being much better 
than previously; some as much as fifty per cent, and this is 
noteworthy, in that it applies primarily to the country charges. 
In no case has the duty of admimistering the Sacraments been 
omitted, save in the vacant pastorates. The minimum in Com- 
munions being four a year; the maximum six. 

A great increase’in baptisms is noticeable. It seems sev- 
eral transitions have been made from either the German or 
Swedish Church to our English-speaking churches and there is 
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a showing that this year has been a harvest season in many 
localities. 

Financio! depression has affected every church, but, gen- 
erally speaking, all have weathered the storm and broken even. 
Some have been able to formulate plans for church edifices 
and homes and are eagerly anticipating their completion. 

Benevolences have come up to par. Family altars are no- 
ticeably lacking. The opinion has been proffered that this is 
not a “praying age’, also that “the family bible of today poses 
as a dust covered ornament on the parior table”. Some of the 
charges of our church lack the young people to constitute a 
Lather League, which is, indeed, deplorable. Those so for- 
tunate as to have an organization commend the enthusiasm 
shown therein. 

As to church attendance, we glean the following: “A num- 
ber of weather Christians’, “increase of twenty-five per cent 
over last year’, average attendance, “good morning service, 
but delinquent in evening”. With two exceptions, every pastor 
has a Sunday School. A general lack of good Sunday School 
teachers is depicted, and in some instances, while the children 
attend well, adults absent themselves. 

More stress should be laid on the child remaining for 
church and the co-ordination of the two services be urged for 
young and old. 

Few discouragements have been submitted. One of our 
number suggests that we rather call them difficulties. Be- 
cause of the wide range of territory in some instances, it is 
difficult to confer’ easily with all one’s members. Indifference, 


* Sunday amusements and the ever enticing automobile detract. 


There is negligence among the members in subscribing for 
“The Lutheran”. Along the line of encouragements are plans 
for improving the church property, the Boy Scout organizations, 
Young Ladies’ Guilds, and in most instances interest taken in 
the Luther League, which tend to bind together our young peo- 
ple who will in time become spokes in the big wheel of Lath- 
eranism. 

General harmony among pastors and people is a commend- 
able fact. 


Brotherhoods and Missionary Societies in most cases are 
lifting the pastor’s burdens and duties. Sunday Schools and 
Auxiliaries in nearly every case use Lutheran literature. Upon 
the whole, the outlook is bright. 
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Let us pull together for one hundred per cent Lutheranism 
on the part of pastor and people in the ensuing year.

REPORT OF NECROLOGIST. 


The Necrologist reports the death of four of our ministers, 
and the wife of one of our ministers. 

1. Rev. Henry Heiner was born in Kedbud, Illinois, January 
6, 1855, and died at Mena, Arkansas, January 7, 1921, aged 55 
years and one day. 

He studied at. the Pro-Seminary, Elmhurst, Illinois, and 
at Eden College, St. Louis, Missouri. In 1879 he was ordained 
by the German Evangelical Synod of North America. He served 
charges at Steinauer and Lincoln, Nebraska. He was received 
as a member of our Synod in 1906. 

His life work was the founding, building up and peer 
tending Tabitha Home. He began his great life work for the 
orphans and helpless aged in 1886, and saw the Home grow 
from a piece of raw prairie with an old shack to a splendid in- 
stitution, with three good buildings, surrounded with large 
trees, beautiful lawn and good orchard. During his incumbancy 
nearly two thousand inmates were cared for. 

Brother Heiner was a man of deep sympathy, kind, cour- 
teous, patient, gentle and forgiving. Tabitha Home now lives 
in the Lutheran Church and will stand as a monument of a 
self denial that has but few parallels and no superiors. 

2. Rev. William Franklin Eyster, D. D., L. L. D., was born 
January 20, 1822, at Gettysburg, Pennsylvania, and died at 
Crete, Nebraska, June 18, 1921, aged 99 ante four months 
and twenty-eight days.

College and Susquehanna University. He entered the ministry 
im 1961, and served charges in Pennsylvania, Maryland, Illinois 
and Nebraska. His work in Nebraska was largely of the pio 
neer kind. He preached in Thayer and Wheeler Counties. He 
succeeded in building a church at Ericson. He served at Wol- 
bach. He supplied the English Lutheran Church at Grand 
Island one year, at a very critical time. 

Brother Augustine was a man of fervent piety, earnest 
comsecration and not afraid of self denying work. He rests 
from his labors and his works follow him. 

4. Rev. George Wesley Livers was born near Waterville, 
Kaneas, February 6, 1875, and died at his home in Allen, Ne- 
braska, August 24, 1921, aged 46 years, six months and eighteen 
days. He graduated in Midland College and the Western Theo- 
logical Seminary, and entered the ministry in 1899. He had the 
pleasure of being ordained in his home church in Waterville, | 
Kaneas. He served charges in Greenleaf, Kansas, Benedict and 
Allen, Nebraska. He came into our Synod in 1903, and served 
continuously in the pastorate for more than eighteen years, be- 
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ing second in the length of time of such service in our Synod. 
He served as the Synod's secretary and statistical secretary. He 
served as trustee of Midland College twelve consecutive years 
and was secretary of that Board at the time of his death. 

The death of Brother Livers is a direct loss to the work- 
ing force of our Synod. He was taken from us in the midst of 
a large career of usefulness. We bear witness to his Christian 
character, his faithfulness as a minister and his fidelity to 
duty. 

5. In the early part of the year Brother Livers was sorely 
bereaved in the loss of his beloved wife, who preceded him a 
few months to the Better Land. His children have thus suf- 
fered a double bereavement in the loss of both parents. Sister 
Livers was a true helpmeet to her husband, being very much 
interested in his work, and helpful to the same.

REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF TABITHA HOME. 


Brethren of Nebraska Synod: 


The Lord is mindful of His own, and He has not been un- 
mindful of His little ones in Tabitha Home. The past year 
again manifest His Grace and Goodness. 

In the aged department under the wise oversight of Sister 
Eva Witmeyer, the year found twenty-seven men and twenty- 
two women, twelve of whom were in need of almost constant 
care. At present time thirty-eight are in the department. 

Sister Ida Klukert has mothered in the children’s depart- 
ment twentyone boys and twenty-four girls. Most of the child- 
ren attend Hawthorne school six blocks away. One boy and 
two girls are in the Lincoln high school. Children’s diseases 
have laid almost all of the little folks upon their beds the past 
year, yet we can state here that no death has occurred among 
the boys and girls since the Lutheran Church took over the 
Home. 

Sister Christina Gleichert, who for twelve years served so 
faithfully her Christ in the ministry of Tabitha Home, is with 
us no more. We regret to say that a sad accident, injuring her 
left arm, has compelled her to return to the Mother House at 
Baltimore. We do not expect her back. We are informed that 
because of a scarcity of deaconesses, no deaconess is available 
for this important position, or any other place. To find the 
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right kind of helpers has been a difficulty aleo. There must 
not only be Christian willingness, but capability as well. If 
you know of such helpers, write to Rev. Ernest Walter. 

The United Lutheran Church granted Tabitha Home an 
apportionment of $20,000.00 per annum for this bi-ennium. it 
is expected that as soon as possible the local territory will 
maintain Tabitha without aid from the General Body. The ter 
ritory assigned to Tabitha Home by the United Lutheran Church 
comprises the Synods of lowa, the German and English Ne- 
braska, Kansas, Rocky Mountain, California and the Central 
and Western Conferences of the Synod of the Northwest. At the 
present time only about 60 per cent of the apportionment levied 
is forthcoming, therefore we must depend upon the territory to 
support in a sufficient way the present needs, and to lay plans 
for a full support when the help of the General Body is no 
longer at hand. We are laying this burden upon your hearts 
and minds. 

The Superintendent informs us that there has come 
through the office of Tabitha Home, fruit, provisions and new 
clothing to the amount of $416.00, and money gifts of $538.92 
that may be directly attributed to the congregations of the 
Nebraska Synod. During the year 876 quarts of fruit were 
given. Much of the money was given at Christmas time. There 
is still great need of fruit and vegetables, except tomatoes. 
The Treasurer of Synod shows in his annual report that some 
$1,022.11 passed through his hands for Tabitha. We bless the 
Lord that He is making you so mindful of His own in Tabitha. 


The things needed mostly at the present time are as fol- 
lows: 

A separate building for the children, a new broom shop for 
our blind broom makers, a new poultry house and rather ex- 
tensive repairs upon the main building. We have had to post- 
pone these needed improvements again and again, but we are 
still looking for the time, the place and the man or woman to 
make them possible. i 

Brethren, continue to pray for Tabitha Home. We ask you 
to continue to show your love to the Lord Jesus Christ by your 
generous gifts and continued support of this Home of Mercy. 
Tabitha Home is worthy of all your love and sacrifice.

REPORT OF SYNODICAL MISSIONARY AND CHURCH 
EXTENSION COMMITTEE. 


Dear Brethren: 


‘We take pleasure in presenting another year of missionary 
activity, and with sincere gratitude to God for the blessings 
that have attended our work, we beg leave to submit the follow- 
ing report: 7 

The following churches received financial assistance dur- 
ing the past year: Omaha—Our Redeemer, Rev. K. de Freese, 
pastor; First Church, Rev. Oak Bbright, pastor; First Church, 
York, Rev. C. S. Powell, pastor; The Redeemer’s Church, South 
Sioux City, and St. Paul’s Church Homer, Rev. E. O. Wannagat, 
pastor; and The Church of the Resurrection, Gretna, Rev. H. 
F, Schmidt, pastor. 

In addition to the above churches, the Missionary Superin- 
tendent cared for the Sidney<Gurley parish and adjacent terri- 
tory. 
CHURCH OF OUR REDEEMDBR—Rev. K. de Freese, pastor, 
organized in 1915. 

In spite of the continued financial stringency, this congre- 
gation paid its interest bearing debt of $1,350.00. In addition 
to this, the amount of $300.00 was expended on church repairs. 
While the congregation has received the same appropriation 
as last year, it comes to Synod with its apportionment paid 
and a substantial cash balance in the treasury. The pastor and 
this faithful people deserve to be commended for their earnest 
efforts in effecting these permanent results. It is the hope of 
this congregation to become self-sustaining during this coming 
year. 

While in the midst of this report we learned with great 
sorrow of the sudden death of the devoted wife of our good 
missionary. Words fail to express our sorrow and sympathy, 
but our prayers are that sustaining Grace be given our brother 
in this hour of deep grief. 

FIRST CHURCH, OMAHA—Rev. Oak Ebright, pastor, or- 
ganized 1907. 

Under the efficient care of our pastor, this mission has 
made substantial progress during the past year. The congre- 
gation paid its fina] interest bearing debt of more than $1,100.00, 
increased the pastor’s salary $400.00, paid the benevolence in 
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full and installed the new book of worship. Every organiza- 
tion in this church is in a prosperous condition, and the com- 
municant membership shows a net gain of forty-three. Both 
pastor and people are greatly encouraged, and the future of 
this mission points toward a selfeustaining congregation very 
soon. 


FIRST CHURCH, YORK—Rev. C. 8. Powell, pastor, organ- 
ized 1903. | | 

The year’s activity of this mission has justified the hope 
expressed in our report of a year ago. The accessions have 
been the largest in the history of this church. The attendance 
at church service is gratifying indeed. All financial obligations 
have been met in full, excepting a slight deficit in their benevo- 
lence. This congregation has in mind the erection of a com- 
modious church, and as a means of raising necessary funds, 
installed the Jehoidah chest. We shall watch with interest the 
further development of this mission. It is our sincere hope that 
their intention of erecting a commodious house of worship may 
find much encouragement. 


THE REDEEMER’S CHURCH, SOUTH SIOUX CITY, Rev. 
E. O. Wannagat, pastor. Organized in 1920. 

This mission, barely more than a year old, reports fifty- 
three communicant members. Up to June 15th, your Missionary 
Superintendent had charge of this mission. Since then Pastor 
Wannagat has been on the field and has gained the confidence 
and support of this community. As yet the congregation has 
no church property and is obliged to hold its services in a 
rented building; however, the room has a churchly appearance, 
having an altar, pewe and every convenience for church ser- 
vices. The congregation contemplates the purchase of suitable 

for the erection of a church building. This new mission 

its pastor merit the encouragement and support of this 
Synod. 


ST. PAUL'S, HOMER. Organized in 1886. 

This congregation has received the support of the Homo 
Mission Board during the past year, and having been revived 
by our Missionary Superintendent, is now connected with the 
South Sioux City charge. Rev. Wannagat is serving this field 
and reports encouraging progress. We hope that in the near 
future this congregation may develop into an independent charge 


under the efficient leadership of the present pastor. 
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RESURRECTION CHURCH, GRETNA—Rev. H. F. Schmidt, 
pastor. Organized in 1910. 

This congregation has come into our Synod under the lead- 
ership of the present pastor and is served in connection with 
the new field at Elkhorn. The church has a communicant 
membership of 125, and is located in a community ripe for the 
development of a strong Lutheran church. This people own a 
splendid church property. At present the pastor resides in 
South Omaha, but it is hoped that ere long a parsonage may 
be erected at Gretna, thus enabling our missionary to live 
nearer his work. We are assured that with the active and able 
leadership of Brother Schmidt, this congregation will develop 
into an influential- Lutheran church. 

TRINITY CHURCH, SIDNEY. Organized in 1886. 

The condition of this congregation became such as to re- 
quire the special attention of your committee. Your Missionary 
Superintendent has been asked to take charge of this field, 
and since June 15th, has served this field as regular pastor. 
After a complete cessation of church activity in this congrega- 
tion the work has been revived. A church school has been or- 
ganized and a renewed interest is taken in church attendance. 
Both church and parsonage have been repaired at an expense 
of $300.00. 

NEW WORK—A petition has reached the chairman of the 
board from the Wisner field, signed by thirty-nine persons, urz- 
ing your committee to establish a congregation in their midst. 

A communication reached you from Dixon desiring the ser- 
vices of your missionary in the establishing of a congregation 
in that place. These and a number of other places should re- 
ceive attention, but owing to the lack of men and the necessary 
means, it is impossible for us to undertake more new work at 
this time.

Rassidaber Tabitha With a Gift 
REV. E. WALTER, Supt. 
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History of the Nebraska Synod of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church 


The credit for the beginning of the work of the Lutheran 
Church in Nebraska belongs to the Allegheny Synod of the 
United Latheran Church. The Pittsburg Synod became an ac- 
tive home mission body, aiding between 1845 and 1867 no less 
than one hundred and twenty-three organizations. About the 
year 1857, the desirability of establishing mission work in the 
Territory of Nebraska was recognized by the Pittsburg Synod. 
But having on hand all the missionary work it could success- 
fully care for, requested the neighboring Allegheny Synod to 
take up the Nebraska work. 


Pioneers of Nebraska Work. 


4 Accordingly the Allegheny Synod in its annual convention 
in October, 1857, at Johnstown, Pennsylvania, took the follow- 
ing action: 
} “Resolved, That the Allegheny Synod establish a mission 
im Omaha City, Nebraska Territory. 

“Resolved, That a committee of one be appointed to carry 
this into effect as soon as possible. 

“Resolved, That the missionary be appointed by all the offi- 
cers of this society and the appropriation not to exceed $509.” 

In accordance with this action, on October 15, 1858, Rev. H. 
W. Kuhns was extended a call by the Allegheny Synod as its 
missionary in Omaha. On November 2, 1858, Dr. Kuhns left 
his home in Pennsylvania and started to his work in the great 
West. He traveled by rail as far as railroads extended at that 
early day and came up the Missouri river in a steamboat, arriv- 
ing at Omaha November 19. He was the first Lutheran minis- 
ter to locate in Nebraska, and likely the first to set foot on its 
soil. Omaha at that time was a village of about 200 people. 
At once he began to look for Lutherans with which to begin a 
congregation. On Sunday, November 28, in the afternoon he 
preached in the Methodist church to a fair congregation of peo 
ple he had gathered. This was his first sermon in his first 
charge. | 

The next Sunday, December 5, Dr. Kuhns again preached 
in the Methodist church, and organized a congregation with nine 
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members. This congregation was incorporated in the name vf 
Emmanuel Evangelical Lutheran Church. The church council 
consisted of Daniel Redman, Uriah Bruner, Augustus Kountze 
and Dr. Agustus Rorder. At the same meeting two persons 
were confirmed, and the next Sunday two more were received. 
This was the humble beginning of the great Lutheran work in 
Nebraska. In 1860 two lots on Douglas street were purchased. 
On one of these a parsonage was built in 1861, and a church 
building on the other was dedicated February 16, 1862. The 
congregation grew so rapidly that it assumed self support in 
1864. 

As Dr. Kuhns’ commission was to Omaha and adjacent 
parts, his labors extended out over the Territory of Nebraska, 
and into parts of Wyoming, Dakota and Colorado Territories. 
He preached in school houses, town halls, private homes, wher- 
ever opportunity offered; traveling over the vast prairies when 
he had to go by compass in the absence of roads, and ford 
streams in the absence of bridges. When he left Omaha in 1871, 
there were but few communities in the state that he had not 
visited. 

The following incident, told by himself, will illustrate the 
kind of work he often did: A letter from Pennsylvania in- 
formed him that the Stough boys were in Nebraska, and that 
he was to find them. Their address was Ponca. Not knowing 
where Ponca was, he learned from the postmaster that it was 
in the northeast part of the Territory among the Indians. One 
morning he started out on his pony from Omaha to find Ponca. 
The first day he went as far as Tekamah, the second day he 
reached Dakota City. On the third day he started out over a 
pathless prairie to find Ponca. After wandering around unt:! 
night came on he lariated his pony on the grass, made a pillow 
of his saddle and slept until morning. Looking around he saw 
a stake on which was written “Broadway:” on another “Tria- 
ity Square” and on others names of streets, &c. He had act- 
ually stayed in the town which was already laid out, and had 
arrived in advance of the houses. Down near the creek in the 
edge of the woods were several log houses. Here he found the 
Stough boys. In one of these cabins the Lutheran church was 
organized. 

With many experiences of which the above is a sample, Dr. 
Kuhns prosecuted his work. At one time he had as many as 
twenty-five congregations and preaching stations under his care. 
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The following are some of the places where he organized con- 
gregations, or did the pioneer work where churches were or- 
ganized: Tekamah, West Point, Fontenélle, Dakota City, 
Ponca, Lincoln, Nebraska City, Grand Island, North Platte and 
Cheyenne and Laramie, Wyoming. The second church which 
he built was in Dakota City, which is still standing. When he 
closed his work in Omaha, he had a membership of 250, which 
has developed into the great Kountze Memorial Church with 
more than 3000 confirmed members. Out of the same work we 
may say, has grown the other five English congregations of the 
United Lutheran Church. 


Rev. J. F. Kuhiman 


Up to 1864, Dr. Kuhns had no one to assist him in his ever 
increasing Nebraska work. That year a second pastor in the 
person of Rev. J. F. Kuhlman was sent out by the Allegheny 
Synod. He made a prelimimary trip in June, preached in Im- 
manuel Church, Omaha, went by stage to Fremont, walked to 
Fontenelle, nine miles distant, carrying his grip sack and wad- 
ing through the Elkhorn river. Here he was entertained and 
helped in his work by Hon. Henry Sprick, who became noted in 
both church and state. He visited two German settlements 
near Fontenelle, and went on horseback to West Point and 
found the town deserted. Returning to Omaha, he was taken by 
Dr. Kuhns to Dakota City in a buggy. This trip proved inter- 
esting and novel to Rev. Kuhlman as the way was through the 
Indian reservation. 


After returning to Pennsylvania, Rev. Kuhlman concluded 
to accept the Allegheny Synod’s appointment to Nebraska. He 
left his Eastern home September 24, 1864, traveled from Pitts- 
burg on the Ohio and Mississippi rivers to Hannibal, Missouri, 
thence to St. Joe on the Hannibal and St. Joe Railroad, and the 
rest of the way to Omaha on the Missouri river, arriving the last 
of October. At once he took charge at Fontenelle, perfecting 
the organization and building a church. With great energy he 
extended his labors to other parts. He organized congregations 
at Logan Creek, Tekamah, a country church in Dakota County 
(Salem), West Point, two congregations in York County, which 
developed into the flourishing charge of Benedict. He perfected 
an organization in North Platte, and did pioneer work in Colum- 
bus, and other places where churches were developed. He 
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served congregations at Ponca, Roca, Sabetha (Kansas), Wilber, 
North Platte and Zion, Pawnee County. Being a native German, 
but enducated in Engbish, he was equally at home in both lang 
uages, hence some of the congregations he formed were German 
and some were English. 


Rev. Samuel, Aughey, Ph. D., L. L. D. 


In December, 1864, Dr. S. Aughey, commissioned by the Al- 
legheny Synod, came to Nebraska, and located at Dakota City. 
He served this charge until] 1871. During this time he brought 
the work to self-support, developed a good congregation, and 
built a church at Ponca, twenty miles away. He resigned this 
charge to accept a place in the University of Nebraska, as 
teacher of Natura! Sciences. While Dr. Aughey was filling his 
place in the University at Lincoln, he went out on Sundays to 
the Pierce school house and preached This work resulted in 
the organization of a Lutheran church in Waverly. 


Rev. Eli Huber 


As the work in this country was continually increasing, 
new men were necessary. In 1866, the Allegheny Synod sent 
out Rev. Eli Huber to Nebraska City. He established a con- 
gregation, built a church, and developed two other points in the 
country. He supplemented his meager salary by teaching school, 
and was elected Superintendent of the city schools of Nebraska 
City. After ten years of faithful service, he accepted a call to 
Messiah Lutheran Church, Philadelphia, leaving a strong self- 
supporting charge at Nebraska City. 


Rev. J. G. Groenmilier, D. D. 


In 1867, the Allegheny Synod sent out Rev. J. G. Groenmil- 
ler. He was commissioned to work at a point in Atchinson 
- County, Missouri. This county being in the corner of Missouri 
was contiguous to the Nebraska field, and had been canvassed 
by both Dr. Kuhns and Rev. J. F. Kuhiman. Dr. Groenmiller 
finding this point unpromising, transferred his activities to 
Rockport, the county seat, organized a congregation in 1868, 
and built a church in 1869. He extended his work to the Ne- 
braska side of the Missouri river, and organized several cop- 
gregations in Richardson County. For a while he made his 
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headquarters at Falls City. Afterward he located at Hanover, 
Kansas, near the state line, and here from a center, he estab 
lished churches at Greenleaf, Kansas, Lanham and State Line. 
Though doing much work in English, much of it was in Ger- 
man, and resulted in establishing strong German congregations. 

About 1870, a great change took place in General Synod 
Home Mission work. Up to this time each Synod had done its. 
own work of this kind independently. The General Synod in 
1869, at Washington, D. C., created a Board of Home Missions 
to have oversight of all home mission work. Bach district 
synod transferred its missions to this Board. This brought ali 
the Missions of Nebraska under this Board, and the Allegheny 
Synod that had done so much for Nebraska, from this time on 
worked through the Central Board. 


ORGANIZATION AND PROGRESS OF THE 
NEBRASKA SYNOD 


About this time, the need of an organized synod on the 
Nebraska field was recognized. April 27, 1871, in response to 
a call for a convention of Lutheran ministers to consider the 
matter of organizing a synod, the following Lutheran ministers 
of the General Synod met in Omaha: Rev. J. F. Kuhlman, 
Dakota City; Rev. Samuel Aughey, Dakota City; Rev. G. A. R. 
Buetow, Fontenelle; Rev. G. H. N. Peters, Omaha; Rev. Ira C. 
Billman, Omaha. 

Rev. J. F. Kuhlman was elected president and Ira C. Bill- 
man was elected secretary. After due deliberation the following 
action was unanimously taken: 

“Resolved, That the ministers of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church of the General Synod, at once secure dismissals from the 
synods to which they respectively belong for the purpose of or- 
ganizing a synod in the bounds of their own territory.” 

A meeting was appointed for September, and a committee 
was appointed to draft a constitution. 

Accordingly the same ministers, with the addition of Rev. 
J. G. Groenmiller, making six in all, and three lay delegates 
met in Omaha and proceeded to organize the Evangelical Luth- 


eran Synod of Nebraska. Rev. J. F. Kuhlman was chosen presi- 


dent, Rev. Ira C. Billman, secretary and John B. Detweiler, 
treasurer. Rev. Ira C. Billman, presented the Constitution of 
the Wittenburg Synod, which with a few changes was adopted. 
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Rev. Eli Huber presented his letter of dismission, and was re- 
ceived as the first accession to the new synod. Rev. G. A. R. 
Buetow was ordained at this convention. Of the original six 
that organized this synod, only one remains, Rev. J. F. Kuhl- 
man. He resides at Pawnee City, and enjoys the sweet con- 
sciousness of the fact, that the labors of himself and those as- 
sociated with him, in those “days of small things,” was not in 
vain. 

The next convention was to have met in Dakota City, Sep- 
tember, 1872, but as there was not a quorum, only two ministers 
being present, the synod did not convene. Four visiting min- 
isters were present: Rev. J. W. Goodlin, Secretary of the Board 
of Home Missions; Rev. A. A. Trimper, agent of Carthage Col- 
lege: Revs. Sparr and Reese from lowa. 


The second convention met in Fontenelle, Washington Coun. 
ty, June 11, 1874, and it has met annually ever since. At this 
convention the first delegates to the General Synod were elected 
consisting of Rev. J. F. Kuhlman, clerical, and John RB. Det- 
weiler, laiety. Brother Detweiler did not go, so Rev. Kuhiman 
was the one lone representative of the Nebraska Synod at Balti- 
more in 1875. 

Belonging to the pioneer period of the Synod, the names 


of Rev. W. A. Lipe, J. Zimmerman and G. H. Schunr, Sr., de- 


serve honorable mention. The first served in Omaha, the second 
in Dakota City and the third in Ponca and Wayne. 

The history of the Nebraska Synod may be divided into two 
periods. The first extending to 1891 with the English, German 
and Scandinavian elements working together. The second, the 
English element working separately. 

Period first. ‘The new synod began to grow at once. Every 
convention would report an increase of ministers, churches, 
and members. “By 1880, the clerical roll had grown to 24; 
churches, 30; preaching stations, 20; members over 1300. A 
year later, there were 27 ministers, 35 congregations and 1784 
members. By 1890 there were 78 ministers, 87 churches and 
4000 members. 

During this period the synod developed into a very poly- 
glot body. There was a good sized German element, and an 
English element about the same, and quite a handsome Scandi- 
navian element. Both German and English had equal rights on 
the floor of the synod. A president had to be chosen who 
understood and could use both of these languages. An Eng: 
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lish secretary and a German secretary had to be chosen, and 
all minutes and reports had to be made in both languages. 
Motions and speeches could be made in either at the will of the 
speaker. Later the Scandinavians urged the claims of their 
' Janguage, and a Scandinavian secretary was elected, and that 
branch began to figure with the rest. Sermons were preached 
during the evenings in German and English. 

While the synod was small this plan worked satisfactorily. 
But when it grew the work became cumbersome, and a change 
was desirable. In 1888 the German conference passed an action, 
requesting the Synod to permit the German ministers to with- 
draw and organize a synod of their own, to be in connection 
with the General Synod—a peaceable separation. The Bnglish 
ministers were not favorable to a language division, but recog- 
nizing the fact that the synod was becoming a large body, and 
the question of entertainment was becoming difficult, they 
favored a division on territorial lines. Their plan was to divide 
into the Eastern and Western Nebraska Synods—the dividing 
line to be the First Guide Meridian West. After a long discus- 
sion at Rising City, in 1888, the Germans withdrew their re- 
quest, and the English element did not press their pian, so the 
matter was dropped for a while. 

A }hittle later, however, the Germans insisted on organizing 
a German synod. The Synod in 1890 at Denver, Colorado, re- 
quested the German ministers to present the matter at the next 
convention, and in case a majority thought it advisable to or- 
ganize a German synod, the Nebraska Synod would not oppose 
it. On the strength of this action, the German ministers who 
desired were granted letters of dismission, without waiting until 
the next session of synod. In 1891 the German Synod was or- 
ganized, and since then the Nebraska Synod has been purely an 
English body. The same year the organization of the Rocky 
Mountain Synod took out nearly all the Scandinavian element. 

The sessions of Synod during this period would be con- 
sidered intolerably long. But little preliminary work was re- 
quired to get ready for the conventions, and usually but little 
business was dispatched before the second or third day. The 
synod met on Tuesday evenings and often the work was not 
finished until the next Tuesday. 

‘Period second. The territorial extent of the Nebraska 
Synod at first, reached out into Missouri, Kansas, South Da- 
kota, Wyoming, Colorado and New Mexico, having congrega- 
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tions in all these states. The congregations in Missouri, Kan- 
sas and South Dakota, being German, went into the German 
Synod. } The organization of the Rocky Mountain Synod in 1891 
took everything in Wyoming, Colorado and New Mexico. Since 
then the Nebraska Synod has been confined within the limits 
of the state. 


The organization of these two synods reduced the Nebraska 
Synod to near the 2000 mark. Nevertheless she has made a 
large growth. Many of her first churches have become large 
and flourishing. Old primitive buildings have passed away, and 
larger and more modern churches take their places. Among 
these we may mention Ponca, West Point, Lincoln, Hardy, 
Davenport, Benedict and North Platte. With others, the orig- 
inal buildings have been enlarged, improved and made more 
modern. The most phenominal growth of any of our churches 
has been the Kountze Memorial of Omaha. This church was 
originally the Immanuel Church on Douglas Street organized 
by Dr. Kuhns. It changed its location to 16th and Harney 
Streets about 1883, and as Augustus Kountze made a large 
donation toward the new building, the name was changed to 
Kountze Memorial. As business blocks built up around it, 
another change became necessary. During the pastorate of 
Rev. J. E. Hummon, a new location was secured, and the pres- 
ent large, commodious, churchly building was erected on Farnum 
and 26th Streets, and dedicated about 1904. Since then it has 
grown until it has a membership of more than 3000, and an en- 
rollment in Sunday School of 850 regular scholars, and a cradle 
roll of 110. Last year she gave for benevolences $9756. This 
church has had a large growth under the pastorate of Dr. O. D. 
Baltzly and his assistants, Revs. Koch, Shrader, Dorn and 
Weertz. 

The Nebraska Synod is now about two and a half times 
the size in membership than it was when separated from the 
German and Rocky Mountain congregations. In 1920 she had 52 
congregations, 49 ministers 9560 confirmed members and 12590 
baptized members. She has 49 Sunday Schools with an enroll- 
ment of 6628 scholars. Her total benevolences amounted to 
$42295. 

The Nebraska Synod and the two others that grew out cf 
it have 159 ministers, 22890 confirmed members and 33993 bap- 
tized members. 

These congregations have been gathered by various agen- 
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cies. Sometimes pastors have visited places outside their own 
pastorates, and preached with the result of the formation of new 
churches. The synod at times has employed Synodical Mis- 
isonaries. In the earlier history, Revs. J. F. Kuhiman and J. C. 
Brodfuehrer were thus engaged, and did much good work. 
From 1887 to 1893 Rev. Conrad Huber served as Traveling Sec- 
retary. He did very much in developing new congregations, 
helping pastors and strengthening weak places. His work was 
under the supervision of a Traveling Secretary Committee of 
whom Dr. Luther M. Kuhns was the efficient Secretary. Since 
1913 Rev. W. T. Kahse has served as Synodical Missionary, 
and has brought into existence several new congregations. 


Almost identical with the history of the Nebraska Synod has 
been the work of the Genera] Synod Board of Home Missions 
with headquarters at Baltimore, and the Board of Church Exten- 
sion with headquarters at York, Pennsylvania. Most of the 
congregations have been helped by these Boards. Some owe 
their existence to them. When it is desirable to plant a church 
in any place, the Board of Home Missions helps to support the 
pastor and the Board of Church Extension helps to build the 
church. 


The Board of Home Missions for many years had a Western 
Secretary to have general oversight of the missions on the 
Western field. Dr. S. B. Barnitz filled this place from 1881 to 
1902, the time of his death. The Nebraska field was much bene- 
fited by the excellent work of this unusually talented man. 
Dr. Lather P. Ludden of our own Synod became his successor, 
and served until his death, January 7, 1915. Dr. Ludden did 
good work in the Home Mission field. Wherever he went his 
presence was an inspiration and help. His advice and sugges- 
tions were always practical. Many of the Western missions 
were given an additional impulse by his strong words. And 
many of the missionaries were cheered and encouraged by his 
visits. 

9 The Board of Church Extension likewise had its representa- 
tive in the field. The first of these was Dr. J. N. Lenker, who 
had been very successful in Home Mission work in Grand Island. 
He served the Board from 1886 to 1894. He was succeeded by 
Dr. H. L. Yarger, who served in this capacity until the two 
Boards were united in 1915, and served in the Home Mission 
department until he was recently called to his eternal reward. 
He is succeeded by Dr. J. F. Seibert, who now serves in the 
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district that includes our territory. These men have all ren- 
dered noble service in the Nebraska field. 


We are fortunate in having two of the large United Luthb- 
eran Church institutions on our own territory, Midland College 
with the Western Theological Seminary, and Tabitha Home. 

Midland College, ever since it was founded by the General 
Synod Board of Education in 1887, has been a power for good, 
and in connection with the Western Theological Seminary since 
its beginning in 1895, has been a constant source of supply of 
ministers for the Western field. Since being removed to Fre- 
mont, its power for good has been multiplied several fold. Al- 
ready the church is feeling its influence. We all rejoice in the 
fine college that we have out at Fremont. 


We have no less reason to rejoice that we have such a 
splendid Inner Mission as Tabitha Home. This home had a 
great history before it came into the Lutheran Church. Its 
idea was conceived and born in the mind of the late Rev. Henry 
Heiner, a pastor of the German Evangelical Synod of North 
America. He began his work in 1886, on a ten acre tract of 
raw prairie, on which there was an old shack, that had been 
occupied by cow boys. During 18 years of strenuous labor, he 
collected and expended $161,740.48, cared for 1131 orphans, and 
833 aged and infirm people, 1964 in all. When he left in 1905 
there were three large buildings, the main one of which con- 
sisted of 90 rooms. These great results were achieved amid 
great difficulties and self-denial. 18 years of practically gratui- 
tous work was given to humanity by Rev. and Mrs. Heiner. 
The Board of Directors had promised them the meager salary 
of $50 per month. As the money was needed, Rev. Heiner 
drew little of what was promised, and finally waived all claim 
of salary. While he was sowing the good seed, the enemy was 
sowing tares. The home, like the man between Jerusalem and 
Jericho, who fell a victim of thieves and robbers, was beaten, 
not only half dead, but its enemies made strenuous efforts ‘io 
finish up the job. There were priests (preachers) in great 
plenty to pass by on the other side, and there were many 
Levites (laymen) to pass by on the other side, but in 1906 our 
beloved Lutheran Church proved to be the Good Samaritan who 
raised up the victim, carried him to the Inn (the General Synod) 
and has nursed him back to his primitive vigorous condition. 

When we look back 50 years ago to the day when six Gen- 
eral Synod ministers and three laymen met in Emanuel Church, 
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' Omaha, to organize the Nebraska Synod, and compare conditions 
then and now, we can but exclaim “What hath God wrought.” 
Those fathers of our Church who toiled in the “days of small 
things’ were men of faith and courage. What we have today 
is the result of their zeal and self denying work. We today, 
who have become their successors, would be unworthy of our 
mission if we should fail to build up the grand structure—the 
Church of the future on the foundation they so nobly laid. 
There is danger that those fathers be forgotten. We may be 
like King Ahasuarus, and let the Mordicai, who rendered valu- 
able service to the King and the nation pass out of mind. |! 
will here venture a suggestion that I would like the brethren 
to take into serious consideration. When new buildings are to 
be erected on the Midland College campus—buildings for the 
Theological Seminary or College, would it not be the proper 
thing to dedicate at least one to the memory of our Latheran 
pioneers of Nebraska and adjacent states? Are not the names 
of Kuhns, Kuhlman, Groenmiller, McAfee and Dornblaser and 
many others worthy of being remembered? In some way we 
should show our appreciation of these early fathers. 

Finally, at this 50th mile stone of organized existence, we 
can raise our Ebenezer, and say “Hitherto hath God helped us.” 
We can look with confidence to the future and claim the di- 
vine promise, “Lo, I am with you alway, even unto the end of 
the world.”

The Annual Meeting of the Brotherhood of Nebraska Synod 


was called to order by Rev. Koch, who was appointed as chair- 


man. 

’ In the absence of the officers, Rev. C. F. Koch was made 
chairman pro tem and Rev. George Dorn secretary pro tem. 
There were about forty pastors and laymen present The meet- 
ing was opened with prayer. 

The chairman introduced Rev. E. ¢. Miller, D. D., of Phila- 
delphia, Pa., secretary of the Board of Ministerial Relief of the 
United Latheran Church in America, who gave a very inter- 
esting lecture on the operation and plan for Ministerial Relief, 
and explained the object of the endowment campaign which will 
be put on later. A general discussion of the subject followed. 

It was unanimously resolved that the Brotherhood of the 
Lutheran Synod of Nebraska most heartily approve the work 
of the Board of Ministerial Relief and pledge our hearty co- 
operation in the promotion of the endowment campaign when 
it shall be authorized by the Executive Board. 

The proposed Constitution and By-Laws of the Brotherhood 


of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Nebraska were read and 


approved. (See page 85.) 

The election of officers then followed. 

It was moved and seconded that the secretary cast the unan- 
imous ballot for Dean W. E. Tilburg, of Fremont, for president, 
Mr. A. E. Hecker, of Hooper, for vice president, Mr. W. W. 
Frankfurt, of ‘West Point, for secretary and Mr. H. E. Sorensen, 
of Omaha, for treasurer. 
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After prayer by Rev. Holmes Dysinger, D. D., L. L. D., the 
meeting adjourned. 


BROTHERHOOD BANQUET. 


The annual Brotherhood banquet was held in the evening 
at 6:30 o'clock in the Wayne opera house. The ladies of the 
Synodical Women's Missionary Convention were invited to par- 
ticipate in the banquet and did so. After a splendid meal 
served by the ladies of Wayne, Rev. C. F. Koch, who had been 
chosen to act as toastmaster, called the assembly to order and 
introduced the following speakers:

CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 


of the Brotherhood of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod 

of Nebraska. 
ARTICLE 1—NAME 

The name of this organization shall be “The Brotherhood 
of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Nebraska of the United 
Lutheran Church in America.” 

ARTICLE Ul—OBJBCTS. 

The objects of the Brotherhood shall be: 

1. To cultivate a better acquaintance and fraternal fellow- 
ship among the men of the Lutheran Church. 

2. To encourage weak churches in the prosecution of 
Christ's work. 

3. To advance the interest of religion among the churches 
of the Synod. 

4. To work under the direction of Synod in carrying out 
the Every Member Canvass as outlined by the United Lutheran 
Church in America. 

ARTICLE Ill-—MBEMBBERSHIP. 

Section 1 (a). Any association of men which is actively 
identified with any Evangelical Lutheran Church of the Synod 
of Nebraska may become a member of this Brotherhood. 

(b) Such association shall be entitled to representation 
in the Brotherhood by two laymen at its annua! convention. 
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Section 2. Any layman or clergyman who is a communi- 
cant member, or the pastor of any Lutheran congregation in 
the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Nebraska, who may not 
have any such men’s organization and who declares himself to 
be in harmony with the objects of this Brotherhood, may be- 
come a member of this Brotherhood upon his application to the 
membership committee. 

Section 3. Each association shall make an annual contri- 


bution of $5.00. 


Section 4 Pastors of congregations who have no men's 
associations, who may qualify under Section 3, shall not be re- 
quired to make such annual contributions. 

ARTICLE IV—OFFICERS. 

The officers of this Brotherhood shall be: A President, 
a Vice President, a Secretary and a Treasurer, whose duties 
shall be those ordinarily performed by such officers. They 
shall be elected annually by ballot. 

ARTICLE V—COMMITTEES. 

Section 1. Executive Committee. This committee shall 
consist of the officers provided for under Article 4, and two 
others appointed by the president. Two members shall be pas- 
tors. The executive committee shall have full charge of the 
government of this brotherhood. 

Section 2. The following shall be the Standing Committees, 
to be appointed by the president at the annual convention each 
year, or within fifteen days thereafter, by and with the advice 
of the executive committee: (a) Membership, (b) Press and 
Publicity, (c) Reference and Council, (d) Laymen’s Missionary, 
(e) Every Member Canvass. 

ARTICLE VI—AMENDMENTS. 

This Constitution and appended By-Laws may be amended 
at any regular convention of the Brotherhood by a two-thirds 
affirmative vote of the membership present, but the written 
form of the proposed amendment must have been approved by 
the executive committee by a two-thirds affirmative vote at a 
regular meeting of the executive committee held any time prior 
to the convention. 

BY-LAWS. 

1. The secretary shall mail to all local congregational 
Brotherhoods, or individuals, as provided for im Article III, Sec. 
2, notice of the regular or special convention of the Brotherhood 
at least ten days prior to the date of such convention. é' 
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2. Until otherwise provided by these By-Laws, the mem- 
bership committee shall determine the form of application for 
membership. 

3. Any question of parliamentary practice not decided by 
the Constitution and By-Laws shall be determined according to 
Roberts’ Rules of Order. 

4. Order of Business—Roll Call, Reception of Delegates, 
Reading of Minutes, General Business as arranged for by the 
Committee on Reference and Council, Election of Officers, Next 
Place of Convention, Adjournment.

REPORT OF STATISTICAL SECRETARY. 


In compiling the Statistical Secretary's report for the year 
ending July 31, 1921, I find we have 32 Women's Societies. Of 
this number four are new societies, at Bethel, Benedict, Grand 
Island, Nebraska City and York, the last named reorganized. 
Society at Erickson having become inactive during the year 
We have nine Young People’s Societies, three listed last year, 
Emerson, St. Luke's, Pax Vobsicum, Omaha, and Omaha St. 
Luke's disbanded. 

Junior or Light Brigade Societies report 11. Of this number 
2 are new societies at Ponca and Oakland. We regret to report 
Junior Societies at Hooper, Lincoln, Oakland, Stella and Walbach 
have become inactive for a time, mainly for lack of leaders. 
Increase is shown in active membership of 169 over last year, 
33 in Missionary Baby Roll and 18 in Home Department.

We are sorry to say we can report but (14) fourteen so- 
cieties in the Light Brigade, although a new society was organ- 
ized at Oakland, July 14, with seventeen members, and one at 
Ponca with twenty-four members. 

The ones at Hooper and Auburn have both disbanded. 
The trouble seems to be lack of leadership, as usual, though 
we know of an instance where the best of leadership was to 
be had, yet the members of the congregation were not willing 
to do their part; namely, see that their children attend the 
meetings, so naturally no Light Brigade was organized. 

Did this show the right spirit? 

It seems a pity where the leadership is available it cannot 
be used. 

We now liave (386) three hundred eighty-six members in 
the Light Brigade, (269) two hundred sixty-nine Torchbearers, 
(54) fifty-four Lamplighters and (63) sixty-three Little Lights. 

The contributions have been specified as General Fund, 
$8.78, Synodical Treasurer $15.65 and Special Objects $13.55 
(mostly to the thread industry of India) and the children at 
Falls City sent a child to kindergarden in Japan. Only one 
society reported the use of the. Thank-Offering box and five 
are using the programs outlined in Lutheran Woman's Work. 

The children of Kountze Memorial Church, Omaha, are 
working on post cards for India and are also planning a post 
card shower on Miss Blair.

Your Missiom Study Secretary submits the following re- 
port: With the ald of the North Platte Conference Secretary. 
Mrs. Hickman, two circular letters and a number of personal 
ones were sent to every society in the Synod. In the first 
letter three tracts on the subject were enclosed. A copy of one 
of these tracts, “Guide Posts to Mission Study,” was also sent 
to every Pastor in the Synod, especially calling his attention 
to the idea of the school of Missions. 

In spite of these efforts the total number of Mission Study 
Classes is smaller than last year. Then twenty-five classes 
were reported, this year twenty-three. In addition to the 
twenty-three, three societies reported Mission Study Classes, but 
studied “The Bible and Missions,” once a month. Of course 
credit could not be given for these classes, as “The Bible and 
Missions” was the text book prescribed for the regular monthly 
meetings. If, however, a society held six EXTRA meetings and 
studied “Bible and Missions” more intensively, credit could be 
given for a class. 

The summary of the classes is as follows: Out of twenty- 
three classes ten were study classes, five reading circles, and 
five lecture courses, while one conducted a school of missions 
consisting of three classes, a grand total of 337 members. 

The societies having had classes are: Benson, Allen, Stella, 
Lincoln, St. Mark’s Omaha (2), Hooper, Grace Omaha, Fremont, 
Ponca, Tekamah (3), School of Missions, Church of Redeemer 
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Omaha, Benedict-Zion, Kountze Memorial Omaha (2), North 
Platte (3), Wilbur, Rising City, Dakota City. Seven new 
classes are on the list. 

We also report one person at least who attended a summer 
school of missions, Mrs. Fred Frederickson of North Plattc 
attending the Lake Genevia Summer School. 

We wish to call your attention to the Mission Study books 
for the coming year: Adult books—‘“The Kingdom and the 
Nations,” “World Friendship, Inc.,” and young people's book,

How can our 
highest hopes for our future missionary societies be attained 
if we do not have recruits among the children? With permis- 
sion of the Light Brigade Superintendent we beg to change 
the statement that one new society was organized, as we can 
welcome two, one at Oakland and one at Ponca. We thank our 
Heavenly Father for them and pray that next year will bring 
forth a more plentiful harvest. 


3. Life and In Memoriam. We are glad to see that this 
department is coming to the front. By this means of paying 
loving honor to our loving members and loving tribute to those 
who have been transplanted to the Church Triumphant, we are 
also providing means of spreading the Gospel. 

4. Magazine. Not all societies have reported but the re- 
port shows a total membership of 616 with a total subscription 
of 427 to Woman's Work. Without the loyal support of every

5. Annuity. We note with rejoicing that two members of 
the Nebraska Synodical Society have at last started the great

6. Home. Eight societies report Home departments, an

Dr. W. F. Rangeler, addressed the Pastor and congregation and 
conducted the official act of Installation. 
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Rev. E. O. Wannagat was installed pastor of the South 
Sioux City and Homer Pastorate. The Synodical Missionary, 
Rev. Wm. T. Kahse, gave the charge to both the congregation 
and Pastor and conducted the official act of Installation. 

Rev. M. Koolen, D. D., asked to be installed as Pastor of 
the St. John’s Lutheran Church, Leigh, Nebr., which makes 
application for membership at this convention of Synod. The 
congregation having made such a request and Rev. Koolen 
being a member of the Synod, an installation service was con- 
ducted February 5th. Rev. J. F. Krueger, Ph. D., D. D., deliv- 
ered the charge to the Pastor, and Rev. Carl G. Aue, D. D., 
addressed the congregation and conducted the official act of 
Installation. 

Rev. A. Soholm was installed Pastor of Grace Lutheran 
Church, Omaha, February 9th. Rev. Holmes Dysinger gave the 
charge to the congregation. Rev. Dr. Luther M. Kuhns gave 
the address to the Pastor and conducted the official act of 
Installation. | 

Supplies. 

Although we have been unable to secure pastors for some 
of our congregations, we have been very fortunate in having 
them supplied with very efficient young men from our Western 
Theological Seminary. 

Mr. A. B. Schwerdtfeger, a Midler in the Western Theolog- 
ical Serninary, has supplied the church at Auburn, and has 
brought new life to the congregation. He will care for the 
church temporarily with the hope of the work becoming suffi- 
ciently established again to call a resident pastor, 

Mr. Alfred Young, a Midler in the Western Theological 
Seminary, has rendered a very efficient service in the Oshkosh- 
Lewellen pastorate, conducting a cathecatical class resulting in 
ten confirmations and the addition of ten other adult members 
to the church at Lewellen. 

Mr. Thos. D. Rindy of the Midler class has been caring 
for the church at Oakland in a very acceptable manner. 

Mr. F. H. Block of the Midler class has been looking after 
the work of the Dakota City charge in a most acceptable 
manner to the members of that parish. 

Mr. Alfred O. Frank of the Senior class has been the very 
efficient supply of the church at Stella, Nebr. 

Vacancies. 

The President of Synod has carried on an extensive corres- 

pondence and had personal representatives visit some of the 
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more serious vacancies of the Synod with the following results: 

Bruning has been very unfortunate in local experiences, but 
the work should be undoubtedly revived. 

Eagle and Elmwood, near Lincoln, are at the point of dis- 
banding and conditions are such that there is no hope for the 
re-establishment of these congregations. 

Hardy is a commendable field, and in due time wil! cal! 
another pastor. 

Hubbard does not seem to have any future. 

Pawnee City is only a name. 

Paxton-Sutherland will perhaps need some help; but will 
be re-established. 

Potter has suffered seriously in the financial depression. 
There is a possibility of it being restored. 

The Stamford pastorate has cxperienced an irregularity by 
the Emanuel congregation of that pastorate having secured the 
services of a minister of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of 
Kansas. We have called their attention to the irregularity, and 
protested to the President of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of 
Kansas against a minister of that Synod supplying a church of 
one of our pastorates, thereby making it impossible for the pas- 
torate to call a pastor. We have protested also to the minister 
of said Synod, Rev. A. L. Groseclose, calling his attention to the 
irregularity and requesting him to discontinue services. We had 
hoped to have this matter adjusted before this session of Synod, 
but up to this time we have had no assurances. It will doubt- 
less call for a personal visit of the incoming President to adjust 
the situation.

Emerson—Church building repaired and concrete improve- 
ments,,amounting to $730.00. 
Falls City—Church building enlarged at the expense of 
$1,500.00. 
Fremont—Salem Church—Parsonage purchased at the cost 
of $7,000.00. 
Grand Island—New church front; church tower; enlarged, 
additional seating for 150 added; church replastered, interior 
and exterior repainted; greatly improved. Cost $13,000.00. 
Gretna—aA new piano platform, individual Communion set, 
three dozen new hymnals, new offering plates.

New Congregations 
It is with genuine pleasure that we can report again appli- 
cations of new congregations for membership into this Synod: 
The St. John’s Evangelical Lutheran Church at Leigh, 
Nebr., of which the Rev. M. Koolen, D. D., is the very efficient 
pastor, a very substantial congregation with a splendid church, 
free of debt, made application for membership into this Synod. 
A new congregation has been organized by Rev. H. L. 
Schmidt at Chalco, Nebr., which will become a part of the 


Gretna charge. This congregation will make application for 
membership in the Synod. 
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Questionnaires 

About the first part of the year, the President of the Synod 
sent a questionnaire to the pastors of Synod relative to the reso- 
lution that was passed at the last annual convention of this 
Synod, which resolution was presented and adopted at the 
request of the United Lutheran Church in convention at Wash- 
ington, relative to having a separate treasurer for Benevolence, 
and asking if the congregation did not have such a separate 
treasurer for Benevolence, whether the pastors would comply 
with the recommendation of Synod and of the United Lutheran 
Church. 

Seventeen of the congregations reported that they did not 
have separate treasurers; three of these congregations reported 
they would comply; four reported doubtful; ten of them re- 
ported “No.” Eight of the congregations reported they had two 
separate treasurers. 

In answer to the inquiry whether they would send in the 
monthly remittance of Benevolence, fourteen replied they were 
sending a month remittance; thirteen replied they were not. 
Five replied they would, five replied they probably would, and 
two of them replied they would not. 

The reports which the President of Synod received from 
time to time from the Treasurer of Synod relative to the Benev- 
olences indicated that the compliance with that recommenda- 
tion was very greatly needed. In the interest of a better re- 
sponse to Benevolence, we believe the acceptance of this recom- 
mendation would be most profitable to our congregations, for 
the conditions of our Benevolence during the year, as a Synod, 
was anything but satisfactory. If the recommendation of last 
session of Synod and of the United Lutheran Church was 
accepted, we are confident that much of the unpleasantness 
experienced in the raising of the Benevolence would be obvi- 
ated, We desire to call attention to the fact that the Consti- 
tution of this Synod, article 8, section 2, requires a monthly 
remittance of Benevolence. 


The Every Member Canvass 


The Executive Board of the United Lutheran Church has 
again approved of the Every Member Canvass to be made dur- 
ing the Thanksgiving week. We believe there is a greater 
advantage in having this general canvass made throughout the 
Church at the same time. The members of our congregations 
feel that it is larger than a local matter, and, so far as pos- 
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sible, we believe that the Every Member Canvass that can 
be made when the general canvass is made throughout the 
Church is profitable. It gives greater prestige to the announce- 
ment when it can be stated that the whole church is taking 
part in such a program. 


Midland College and the Western Theological Seminary 

We desire to commend the pastors and the churches for 
their commendable response to the exceedingly urgent appeals 
that were made during the summer to avert the serious disaster 
that threatened our institution at Fremont. This response tis a 
pleasing indication of the value in which the people of this 
state hold our cherished institution, and is a gratifying evidence 
of their willingness to support and maintain an institution of 
the church which is so vital to the Christian faith in our day. 

We believe the Board of Directors of the College could not 
have found a more acceptable President in the length and 
breadth of our church than the popular and capable professor 
in our Western Theological Seminary, Dr. J. F. Krueger. Under 
his administration, we are confident that the institution will be 
carried forward with great care, efficiency and success. We 
believe that we are most fortunate in having him for the new 
President, and we trust that every pastorate in the Synod will 
be open to him at all times, and that our congregations may 
have an increased realization of the value of this institution in 
our midst. 

A Reconsideration Sought 

In the readjustment and reassignment of General Koards 
of the Church at the Washington convention, it was most wisely 
decided that the Board of Home Missions and Church Exten- 
sions should be located at Chicago, Ill., to be nearer the field of 
operation. 

The Board of Home Missions and Church Extensions have 
appealed to the Executive Committee to reconsider this attion 
and have asked that the Board of Home Missiops and Church 
Extensions be located at Philadelphia. 

The Executive Committee of the United Lutheran Church 
have referred the appeal to the coming convention of the United 
Lutheran Church at Buffalo. 

This Synod should express itself in the most vigorous lan- 
guage against the re-location of this Board, and we should 
instruct our delegates to record their most vigorous protest 
against such action. We cannot believe that the United Lutheran 
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Church, however, will make this mistake. The great Home 
~ Mission and Church Extension field in the Middle-west and the 
largest number of Lutherans in this country, though not of the 
United Lutheran Church, are west of Ohio. 


| The Harrisburg Meeting 

The President. of the United Lutheran Church called a 
meeting of the presidents of the constituent Synods of the 
United Lutheran Church at Harrisburg during February of this 
year. The President of your Synod attended. ; 

He was impressed with the earnestness with which the work 
of the church is being conducted in the constituent Synods of 
our great body. He felt the power of the real United Lutheran 
Church. 

The ‘necessity of a better organization of the organized body 
of the church was stressed with emphasis. The congregational 
polity of our church was fully recognized, but the manner in 
which that congregational polity has been administered has not 
been as effective as it should be. 

The advisability of functioning through the established 
offices and officers of the Church in general, and of the Synods, 
was presented with much merit. 

Those Synods which are equipped with presiding officers 
who can give their full time and attention to the interests of 
the congregations within their Synods, are evidently working 
with greater efficiency and satisfaction to all concerned and to 
the larger interests of the Kingdom of Christ. 


A Full Time President 


In the administration of the affairs of Synod these past 
two years, during which you have entrusted the care of the 
Synod to your retiring presiding officer, I have come to realize 
the urgent necessity of a larger attention to the affairs of Synod 
than any pastor can possibly give, except to the serious neglect 
of his own pastorate. I believe that all of the presidents who 
have preceded me have had the same experience. For a pastor 
to administer the office of president means one of two things. 
He must either neglect his pastorate or he will not be able to 
look after the interests of the Synod with that degree of care 
that is profitable to the Synod. 

The weaker churches need the personal attention and help 
of one who has time to give them thoughtful attention. They 
may need several visits even during the year. A wise presi- 
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dent who could give all his time to the Synod, could visit the 
congregations of the Syno@ and could be of invaluable help to 
the pastors in many cases. He could bring encouragement in 
many instances where encouragement is actually needed. He 
could speak with Church Councils about their churches and 
about the general work of the Synod. 

We believe that no greater or more profitable step could 
be taken by our Synod than to have a president whose whole 
time couJd be given to the congregations and duties of our 
Synod. 

We have asked the Committee on the Constitution to pre- 
sent at this session an amendment to our constitution which will 
make possible the election of a full time president a year hence. 


Recommendations 


First. We recommend that the Synod again approve of the 
Every Member Canvass to be held during Thanksgiving week, 
and that as far as compatible that our congregations co-operate 
in this united effort which is to be observed throughout the 
United Lutheran Church. 

Second. That we re-emphasize the importance of every 
congregation having two treasurers, one for its Current Expense 
and one for its Benevolences, and that we urge all our pastors 
to comply with this recommendation. 

Third. We recommend the continuation of the meeting of 
the Presidents of the Constituent Synods of the United Lutheran 
Church at least once in two years. 

Fourth. That we instruct our Delegates to the coming 
Convention of the United Lutheran Church at Buffalo, N. Y., 
to protest vigorously against a relocation of the Board of Home 
Mission and Church Extension from Chicago. 

Fifth. That in view of the attendance of Clerical and Lay 
Delegates representing this Synod at the meeting of the United 
Lutheran Church this month at Buffalo, that such an allowance 
be made for the expenses of the delegates to the convention in 
the matter of room and board as may be approved by the 
Executive Committee. 


Again permit me to express my appreciation of the kind- 
ness and support of my brethren during this second year of the 
trust which you committed to me at the last session of Synod. 

- It has only been by the cordial co-operation of the members of 
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this Synod that the affairs of Synod have been attended to with 
any degree of efficiency at all, for it is impossible for a Pastor- 
President, himself, to give such attention to the duties of Synod 
as the occasion requires. I am, therefore, deeply indebted to 
many of you for your help.

EXHIBIT E 
REPORT OF STATISTICIAN 


A few items compiled from the Assembly Sheet and the 
Parochial Reports are always interesting. Here are no beau- 
tiful theories, but just cold facts. I will not give figures here 
but ask you to examine the Assembly Sheet, which should be 
studied by every member of Synod. 


There have been increases in many items. The Nebraska 
Synod now has a baptized membership of 14,297, and a con- 
firmed membership of 10,458. There has been an increase in 
baptized, confirmed and communing members, infant and adult 
baptisms, confirmations, church papers, Sunday Schoo! teachers 
and officers, home department, week-day school, catechumens, 
students for the ministry, students in colleges; men’s, women’s 
and young people's organizations and membership. There was 
a loss of two churches, one Sunday School, and 200 Sunday 
School scholars. 


In finances there was othe an increase in the valuation of 
church property, also the indebtedness, in current and unusual 
expenses, in paid apportioned and unapportioned benevolence, 
and quite a lot in the deficit column. Twenty-five congrega- 
tions paid the benevolence in full, five having an excess. In 
total benevolence and total expenditures there is a splendid 
increase. 

Your Statistician believes that a number of pastors report 
to other church papers such as should be reported Synodical 
papers. If this is not true, we are not using our own literature 
as we should. 
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This report is more correct in figures than last year, for the 
Statistician had to make out only ten reports this year as against 
sixteen last year. ne pastor sent in no report, and another 
one sent one too late to be used. If all Parochial Reports were 
to come in a week before the opening of Synod as Synod orders, 
the Statistician would be overcome with joy. 


Fifteen pastors continue to report the cents. There is some 
excuse for the student supply pastors, but mighty poor excuse 
for those who have been told every year for a long, long 
time. Please make use of s-e-n-s-e and report dollars and not 
c-e-n-t-s. 

Twenty-two pastors reported Sunday Schools under week- 
day church schools. Week-day schools and Sunday Schools are 
not the same. Please report Sunday Schools at the place pro- 
vided for them. The Synod made a start in week-day or vaca- 
tion schools. One pastor had a vacation school with good 
results, and he recommends it very highly. There should be a 
number reported next year. 

The pastors need to remember that there are three confer- 
ences in the Synod: North Platte, South Platte and Western. 
That division was made by Synod and must remain until Synod 
changes it. It would be well to have a map of the Synod and 
conferences in the minutes as had been done till within the 
last few years.

EXHIBIT I 
REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF MIDLAND COLLEGE 


The meeting of the Board of Midland College last spring 
was a long session and fraught with difficulty. The cloud of 
debt had so thickened as to drive the entire body almost to 
despair and it cast its ugly shadow all over the deliberations. 
This shadow will unavoidably spread itself also over this report. 
Another thing or two shall, however, precede the presentation 
of the financial or “deficit” situation. 

In the course of the meeting, Dr. E. E. Stauffer presented 
his resignation, which was accepted. All hearts seemed to turn 
spontaneously to but one man, who, momentarily, was termed 
“our Moses,"’ while later his responsibility was advanced to that 
as expressed in “our Joshua,” for it was felt that we were 
already in the wilderness and our situation was calling for some 
one to lead us out. Across the wireless space, Dr. J. F. Krueger 
was informed of his election. In the face of the difficulty he 
knew confronting him, out of pure love for his alma mater, 
Dr. Krueger, “out of the cradle of the deep,” wired us, “Accept 
presidency.” The doctor has said concerning this: “No one 
knows what it cost me to send those two words.” w? all know 
that Dr. Krueger is in his place—realizing the great task he has 
assumed, though cheered by encouraging evidences on every 
hand. 

A good many changes have been made in the faculty. 
Eleven new professors had to be employed. The President 
says, “We seem to have been very fortunate in securing the 
services of men and women who will co-operate with us in 
building up Midland. A fine spirit is prevailing in the faculty.” 
All the Synods seem to be co-operating. A good many pastors 
of the German Synod are inviting Dr. Krueger to visit their con- 
gregations, and the Synod at its last session passed favorable 
resolutions which included the taking of offerings for Midland 


College. 
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The enrollment of students is not quite up to that of a 
year ago, due no doubt to the influence of distressing letters 
sent out during the summer in the emergency call. We give 
the figures compared with a year ago: 


Enrollment— 1921 1922 
Sub-Freshmen 14 
Commercial 62 35 


This shortage in students does not, however, increase our 
deficit. We have dispensed with the Academy, have added nv 
new professor to the Seminary teaching force and have reduced 
in other departments by doubling up work for teachers who 
already have more than their share. In this way we are pay- 
ing $41,832.84, instead of $47,981.84 as last year, a saving here 
of $6,149.00. We are confident, too, that next year the roll 
will ascend more than it came down. However, Dr. Krueger 
has given the real facts in the case. 

As to the matter of new buildings, we would report that 
the Board appointed a Committee on Buildings and Grounds, 
to work out a design to be submitted to the Board at its annual 
meeting next June. There are weighty reasons why we should 
begin building during this next year. Some new building will, 
therefore, no doubt be started next summer or fall. 

On the part of the finances we will give the bare facts. 
And these naturally collate in two departments—real estate, 
and the distribution thereof; and running expenses, and the 
debts thereof. 

On the Seminary property there is now a debt of $15,000.00. 
The value of this property is approximately $200,000.00. There 
is outstanding in pledges for the Seminary about $50,000.00. On 
the College property there remains a debt of $3,500.00. The 
Treasurer says there are due on pledges about $100,000.00. 
There was pledged to secure the removal of the

Paid on Military Avenue property................. 11,400.00 
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The fourth item is counted in our running expense deficit; 
and the fifth and sixth will be returned to the building fund as 
soon as the properties in which this has been invested will be 
disposed of. On these sales there must be some loss, but this 
will be considerably more than made up in the purchase of the 
Seminary property at so low a sum. 

On the running expenses there was a deficit last June of 
$42,337.82, with $12,553.30 unprovided for and no ability to 
borrow any more as an institution. It was then decided as the 
only alternative te send out a distress signal to the church, 
through the Executive Committees of our Synods, and a Com- 
mittee of the Board was appointed for the carrying of this res- 
olution into immediate effect. This Committee and the Execu- 
tive Committees of our Synods have done their best, spending 
much time and effort in making the call the most effective pos- 
sible. To date there has come in from this call to Treasurer 
Dahl a total of $5,831.07. Our own Synod has raised $4,143.74. 
It can readily be seen how far we have come short on this. 

During the past, the school each year has run a deficit. 
We brought along from Atchikon one of $6,978.00, which is a 
part of the “running :expense debt” given at the close of the 
preceding paragraph. (in writing it comes to mind that some 
may not know what was done with the proceeds from the sale 
of the Atchison property. The balance left after the debt on 
the gymnasium was paid was $30,000.000. Twenty-five thou- 
sand of this has been invested to be put into a Carnegie Library 
and $5,000.00 into a Griffith Memorial building. This you see, 


is being conserved for the purpose for which it was given.). 


To guarantee the prevention of a future deficit this has been 
voted by the Board: “That we keep our expenses within our 
income at all times.’”” The Executive Committee on June 5th 
seconded this motion thus: “That this Committee go on record 
as being absolutely in favor of keeping within the income of the 
School for 1922 and 1923, and that the Committee hereby 
pledges itself to use whatever means are necessary to carry out 
this resolution in letter and spirit." Furthermore, a new system 
of accounting has been inaugurated, looking to the carrying out 
of the above resolution. Here are again the cold facts in the 
case. With the present assured income there will be for the 
next two semesters a deficit of $7,276.00. The Executive Com- 
mittee are hoping that the church will take care of this. But, 
if not, there is but one alternative—to cut it from the salaries 
for the second semester, a cut of 162-3%. Since some of the 
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professors are now so poorly paid, can we reasonably do this? 
Besides, since we bave cut departments gpd assigned additional 
labors to our teachers, can we justly make this reduction from 
their compensation? For permanent information we deem it 
worth the extra precious space to include the budget and 
assured income for the School Year of 1922 and 1923:

From the foregoing statements it will readily be seen that 
the two paramount things that confront us are the running 
expense debts, and the support of the School in its running ex- 
pense in the future. In these times we realize that the situa- 
tion must be handled patiently, and yet it must be relieved in 
some way by the churches largely on our territory. The Board 
relative to the support of the School passed this resolution: 
“That we ask the Synods on aur territory to make an apportion- 
ment of not less than $1.00 per member per year for the sup- 
port of the School, or that the Synods apportion the funds 
needed annually by the College against each congregation, 
based on its ability to give.” 


Recommendations 


First. That we pledge our most hearty and fullest co-oper- 
ation to Dr. Krueger in relieving the Institution from the pres- 
ent distressing situation and in the upbuilding of that School 
for which he has so ardently hoped, and to which he has con- 
secrated his splendid ability and strength and faith. 

Second. That we most earnestly co-operate in the move- 
ment that is being planned to secure young men for the min- 
istry, as well as new students in general, in order thereby also 
to increase our annual income for the support of the School. 

Third. That we ask our churches to assume their share of 
the support of Midland College and that the amount needed to 
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meet next year’s budget be urged upon the people; that to pro- 
vide for this responsibility each of our congregations be asked 
to set apart the “Day of Prayer for Colleges,’ the last Sunday 
in February, as Midland College Day, on which Sunday, in both 
church and church school, an offering be taken for said College: 
that on the Sunday previous, the needs of Midland College be 
presented and an appeal be made for the offering that shall be 
taken on the following Sunday. And that envelopes, furnished 
by the college, is given to every member of the church and 
church school on this Sunday when the cause is presented. 
The goal of each church's offering shall be one dollar per com- — 
muning member, and the raising of this dollar shal! be regarded 
a moral obligation. The Secretary of the Synod shall make a 
separate report at the next meeting of Synod of the amount 
that each congregation pays during the Synodica!l year of the 
above obligation.

EXHIBIT J 


Brethren of the Nebraska Synod: 


The blessings of the Father Almighty have been experi- 
enced in a large measure by Tabitha Home the last year. Forty- 
eight children—twenty-three boys and twenty-five girls—have 
been sheltered, and there was much sickness, influenza, measles 
and mumps. Sister Ida, with her faithful assistants, undis- 
mayed, trusting in the Friend of Children, brought them 
through it all. 


The Department of the aged housed fifty-two. Ten times 
did the silent messenger of God summon an aged father or 
mother; and at once their place was filled by one at the door. 
An infinite patience is required here, and has never been found 
lacking in those who care for these aged people. A number of 
the aged, as well as the children, are quite a help around the 
home. 


Many improvements and repairs had to be made, such as 
new floors in some of the rooms, the painting of the exterior 
woodwork of the building, the equipping of two dormitories for 
the children, a new orchard; also the payment of the balance 
of $2,000.00 on the water system. These have been accom- 
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plished and settled in full. This was made possible by the 
ready assistance of pastors and congregations. We thank you. 

In looking over the books of the Home, we find that 
Nebraska Synod has given directly, through the office of the 
Home, some $821.00 in monies, new clothing and furnishings 
to the amount of $400.00, groceries totaling at least $100.00, 
and some 721 quarts of fruits and vegetables estimated in a 
minimum way at $250.00. This is indeed wonderful, brethren, 
and we rejoice with you in the delight of giving. The State 
Treasurer, Dr. Miller, informs us that you have sent through 
him $2,034.95. We rejoice in such outpouring of your love and 
devotion to the cause of Christ's “Little Ones.” We would urge 
you to continue. Tell the good women of your congregation to 
set aside some of their choicest canning and preserving, and 
send it to Tabitha. If you wish empty jars or glasses to fill, 
write to Sister Eva and she will be most happy to send you a 
barrel of them. 


We want this Synod to give us the same assistance as last 
year. We need every cent. And if you are at Buffalo, stand 
by Tabitha Home there. We would call your attention to two 
things. In accordance with the new constitution of Tabitha 
Home, adopted at the Board meeting in May; hereafter the 
Directors will meet in annual session the second Tuesday of 
each September. At the fall meeting of the Board, the most 
important matter discussed was the problem of more room. 
Accordingly the Board decided to let the church and friends 
know that the erection of a new building has been planned, and 
that the campaign for funds will be started as soon as the Synods 
and the Board of Inner Missions of the United Lutheran Church 
’ have given their approval. We would ask this of you: Approve 
a separate building for the children. Open your churches and 
pastorates to Superintendent Walter that he may secure the 
funds needed. We have prayed long for this. We feel that it 
is the time. God will answer our prayers through you, His 
consecrated followers of the One who loved little children. To 
Him be the praise now and forevermore.

MOVEMENT COMMITTEE 


Since the work of the Committee on Stewardship and 
Benificence has been combined with that of the Laymen’s Mis- 
sionary Movement Committee, your committee has confined most 
of its work to assisting the Treasurer in the raising of the 
benevolence. It has also done what it could toward inducing 
pastors and church councils to adopt the Every Member Can- 
vass and ae offering envelope system of finance. 


It is with fonsiderable regret and alarm that we view the 
apparent indifference of some of the pastors and congregations 
to their moral obligation—that of raising at least the amount 
of benevolence assigned them by this Synod and the United 
Lutheran Church. It is also a matter of regret that more of 
our churches are not adopting the up-to-date and approved 
methods of financing their churches. Therefore, we make the 
following recommendations: 


That Synod require those pastors at Synod next year whose 
churches have not met the minimum benevolence assessments 
to give an explanation on the floor of Synod for their failure 
to do so. 


That when a congregation for two consecutive years falls 
to send in its full benevolence, that the matter be referred to 
the Executive Committee, who shal! call the attention of the 
congregation and church council, as well as the pastor, to the 
matter.

EXHIBIT L 
REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STATE OF THE CHURCH 


Since the report of this committee is not primarily statis- 
tical, but a study of conditions, spiritual and financial; of prog- 
ress or retrogression, we must endeavor to get behind the. sta- 
tistics and discover the state of our church organizations; and 
yet some pastors filled out their blanks as though they were 
making a parochial report. Out of the thirty reports received 
(at least five pastors failed te report), one blank contained but 
one word in the entire report outside of the Encouragements 
and Discouragements Column. 
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The Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper has been regularly 
administered and the observance on the part of the member- 
ship of the churches has been uniformly good, one pastor 
reporting 86% of his confirmed membership in attendance upon 
Communion during the year. 

More than half the pastors failed to report on baptisms in 
their congregations, but reports received show a growing stress 
on the importance of this Sacrament. 

Reports are nearly unanimous upon the neglect of family 
worship, although one pastor says that it is generally practiced 
in his congregation. We recommend the statement of one pas- 
tor: “The importance of family altars is made clear to the 
members wherever opportunity presents itself, in sermons or 
privately.” 

Mid-week prayer services have practically been discon- 
tinued. , In some instances the adult catechization classes have 
taken the place of this service, and one pastor reports union 
prayer meetings. 

Catechization has been faithfully conducted, but we are 
losing greatly by our failure to conduct adult classes in cate- 
chization. This cannot be stressed too strongly. 

The observance of Lent and Holy Week is growing, and 
showing large results. In the Sunday School work encouraging 
results are shown; the lack of trained teachers, which is all 
too common, can be overcome only through Teacher Training 
classes. 

Progress is shown in the work of the Missionary organiza- 
tions, but the Luther League activities are not what they should 
be. There is still a lack of brotherhoods, though a few new 
ones have been organized during the past year. The use of 
church literature still needs to be emphasized; the number of 
subscriptions to the Lutheran seems to be unknown. 

Improvement is revealed in the reports of offerings, both 
benevolent purposes and local work. The Duplex Envelope 
system is the answer to this problem. 

The encouragements are many—increased attendance, 
growth in spirituality and unity among members. The principal 
discouragements are lack of spirituality, poor attendance at 
evening services, lack of adult attendance at Sunday School. 
indifference, and lack of equipment and room. 

In answer to some of these problems, the use of tried plans 
will help—the Every Member Canvass and Duplex Eenvelope 
system in finances, and the adult catechetical class in building 
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up the church—but behind them are earnest prayers and 
preaching, faithful pastoral calling, and hard work, for “there 
is no excellency without great labor.” 
And God will reward us if we are faithful. In due time we 
shall reap if we faint not.

EXHIBIT M 
REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CHURCH SCHOOLS 


We come before you again with the evidence which reveals 
the condition of part of the church schools in the Nebraska 
Synod. We regret that our report has not a better color Ret- 
rogression seems the inevitable verdict in many particulars, 
though we rejoice in many encouraging features of the report. 
We deeply feel the need of some means of application of heal- 
ing balm to the church schools of our Synod. We feel it im- 
possible for any busy pastor to have direct communication with 
the schools to encourage, enlighten and stimulate to greater 
efficiency. We believe there must be a means created to accom- 
lish this end; and we believe the time, the place and the con- 
dition is at hand for this body to take some definite steps, 
that our Bible Schools and the workers in them may accom- 
plish more in the kingdom. We recognize the need; we believe 
the need can be supplied. 

We have two aims in this report: To condense the mass 
of material in the reports of the schools, and to create a con- 
viction for these things that seem to me to be necessary tu 
improve conditions. 

There are fifty-two schools in the Synod, according to last 
year’s report. We have received reports from thirty-two before 
coming to Synod, and two since. Two-fifths of the officers of 
the schools failed to be moved by the spirit sufficiently to 
report. 

The total enrollment is very encouraging, there being 
enrolled 4,265 in the schools reporting. This is an increase of 
157. An encouraging report if we added the remaining schools. 
The largest enrollment is in Kountze Memorial, with 1,179, an 
increase of 171. The second is Emerson, with 428. The aver- 
age enrollment is 142. 

The average attendance is ninety, or 64 1-3% of the enroll- 
ment. Fourteen schools have an average attendance of less 
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than 560% of their enrollment. One school has an average of 
but 20% of its enrollment present. Seventeen schools have 
more than 50% of their enrollment present. 

All schools but eight have cradle rolls. We have lost a 
little ground here. I wonder what the three schools did with 
their cradle rolls. The total in the cradle department is 681; 
last year it was 964. 

Seventeen schools have no Home Department. Last year 
there were twelve. The total Home Department enrollment is 
385, a decrease of twenty-nine. The largest Home Department 
is at Emerson, with 196 members. North Platte is second with 
100. The average is thirty-eight. An increase of seven. 

Only ten schools have any organized classes. A decrease 
of six. There are thirty-nine organized classes in the Synod. 

The majority of schools use the graded work in the ele- 
mentary division. 

Eighteen schools have Workers’ Conferences. An increase 
of eight. 

Lutheran literature is used exclusively. That is more than 
we could report last year. 

Teacher training is appreciated in thirteen schools. An 
increase of two. ‘ 

There were 281 church members received from the church 
schools. 

Offerings received for the year through this department 
were $5.00. The expenses for the year were $6.00.

At this meeting the grades of last year's work were 4 

examined, the applications for the next year were reviewed, and 

recommendations were made for Synod's consideration and 
: approval. The mdst of the boys did good work and have met 

the requirements of Synod. Laurence Mortensen was handi- 

capped because of a severe operation. His health has not im- 

proved as was hoped.

The chairman of the committee made a request through 
the annual letter of the statistician that a report of the num- 
ber of men entering the ministry from each congregation be 
sent to him. How many of you responded? I will tell you. 
Seven pastors took enough interest to reply. The committee 
desires to keep this before the congregations, for they must 
furnish the future ministers. Brethren, help to solve the prob- 
lem of more men for the ministry.

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York, Rev. C. 8. Powell, pastor; The Redeemer’s Church, South 
Sioux City, and St. Paul's, Homer, Rev. E. 0. Wannagat, pastor; 
Resurrection, Gretna and Chalco Lutheran Church, Rev. H. F. 
Schmidt, pastor; St. John's, Leigh, Rev. M. Koolen, pastor; 
Trinity Church, Sidney, and Grace Church, Gurley, in charge ot 
the Synodical Missionary. 

CHURCH OF OUR REDEEMER, Omaha—Rev. K. de 
Freese, pastor; organized in 1915. Self-supporting June 1, 1922. 

Under the efficient leadership of their pastor this church 
has reached a high standard of self-support. It seems compara- 
tively few years when we organized this church. Since then this 
congregation has acquired a commodious house of worship, 
nearly paid for, and has grown into a substantial people’ num- 
bering more than 200 members. Among the missions in our 
Western field, none hold a more enviable record. The past year 
has found this congregation faithful to every benevolent cause, 
‘and in addition has cared for some needed improvements on 
their church property. The pastor and this faithful people are 
United in the work and are wide awake in establishing their 
influence to make this church a mighty factor for the saving 
of many souls. 

FIRST CHURCH—Omaha—Rev. Oak W. Ebright, pastor; 
organized 1907. 

This mission under the faithful care of their pastor experi- 
enced the greatest year in the history of this church. The mem- 
bership had a net gain of thirty communicants. The Bible 
School and the Luther League show a remarkable hold on the 
lives of the young people of this congregation. A large class of 
tithers are coming to the front and the most hopeful condi- 
tions prevail to bring this congregation to become independent 


of further aid from the Home Mission Board. The pastor has | 


long cherished the hope of making some most needful repairs 
and improvements on their church building. In answer to his 
prayer and.in response to his untiring efforts, on September 
28th the congregation held the services of re-dedication, having 
expended the amount of $2,500.00 for church improvements. It 
was a day of great rejoicing and brought cheer and hope to all 
who enjoyed the service. When we recall that but a few years 
ago there seemed to be but little hope held out for the future 
of this church, and when today we note these excellent improve- 
ments and this impressive congregation, numbering 191 Com- 
municants, we must exclaim, Truly, the Lord has wlessed this 
people, and has established their work. 
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THE FIRST CHURCH, York—Rev. C. 8. Powell, pastor; 
organized 1903. | 

The faithful efforts of the pastor of this field have resulted 
in substantial, if but slow, growth. Every organization of the 
church is busy and the regular services are well attended. The 
congregation contemplates the erection of a new church, as soon 
as conditions favor such a move, and the Jehoida Chest is used 
to further this desire. 

OUR REDEEMER’S CHURCH, South Sioux City—Rev. E. 
©. Wannagat, pastor; organized 1920. 

The year's activity of this mission brings great reason for 
rejoicing. (Our self-denying pastor spared no hardship in direct- 
ing this people. During the year thirty-six adults were received 
and the enrollment of the church school doubled. A _ Luther 
League was organized and much was done to strengthen our 
hold on this growing community. The congregation purchased 
a prominent location with the hope of erecting a substantial 
house of worship soon. We commend both pastor and people 
upon these magnificent results and may the Great Head of the 
Church crown their future plans with much success. 

ST. PAUL'S CHURCH, Homer—(Organized 1886. 

This congregation is located in a’ good Lutheran commu- 
nity and has a commodious church and parsonage, both free of 
debt. Rev. Wannagat conducted regular Sunday services, and 
has cared for the needs of this field in an excellent way. Dur- 
ing the year twenty-five members were added to the church 
roll. Our missionary feels that Homer offers a fruitful field for 
our church and should have the full time of a regular pastor. 

RESURRECTION CHURCH, Gretna—Rev. H. F. Schmidt, 
pastor; organized 1910. . 

A year of substantial progress marks the history of this 
church. Our missionary has been more than busy strengthen- 
ing the membership, and comes to Synod with the remarkable 
gain of 98 people. Gretna has a large Sunday School and a 
Luther League, both of which are growing constantly and are 
of great help to the pastor in his work. The congregation made 
a substantial reduction in the appropriation asked from the 
Board and shows every evidence of soon becoming independent. 
Synod will be pleased to learn that Rev. Schmidt has organized 
a congregation at Chalco, with a charter membership of twenty- 
four. They are using the school house for church services. 
This parish entertained the Spring Conference and left a very 
happy impression upon all of the visiting brethren. 
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ST. JOHN’S CHURCH, eigh—Revy. Mm. Koolen, D. D., pas- 
tor; organized 1919. 

This young and flourishing mission and its energetic pastor 
was received into our Synod less than a year ago. The congre- 
gation is fortunate in having a beautiful, all-modern house of 
worship, free of debt. The membership embraces thé leading 
people of. that community and the future for this young child 
of our church is most auspicious. In less than ten months of 
its brief connection with the Home Mission Board, Dr. Koolen 
was able to increase the membership of this conerecation by 
adding sixty-six to the confirmed list. This people is a happy 
giver to benevolence and at the same time has shown its will- 
ing spirit to assume a larger part of their own support by hav- 
ing made a substantial decrease in the appropriation asked 
from the Home Mission Board. We are certain that it will not 
be long until St. John’s Church will join the ranks of the inde- 
pendent congregations. 

ST. PETER,S, Creston. 

In addition to his regular work, Dr. Koolen cares for the 
Lutheran Church at Creston, and reports most encouraging 
progress from that field. 

TRINITY CHURCH, Sidney—Organized 1886. 

For more than a year the services of your missionary have 
been given to this field. This congregation had a long and try- 
ing history. With the many changes of pastors and the occa- 
sional financial depression that visits the country and is so 
keenly felt in the West, this congregation has paid heavily. It 
has been our lot to restore confidence and again unite the shat- 


tered forces. The year has marked substantial progress. ur 
services are well attended. We report fifty-one confirmed mem- 
bers, with an enrollment of fifty-five in our Bible School. All 
organizations are busy and the prospect for a substantial church 
is hopeful. The congregation paid its full apportionment and 
gave liberally to/all other calls made by the church. The church 
property is greatly improved and presents a neat appearance 
The congregation has paid a part of the expenses of your mis- 
sionary. 

GRACE CHURCH, Gurley—Organized 1916. 

This congregation in connection with Sidney forms a reg- 
ular charge. They have a neat church building and a most 
faithful and united band of workers. The confirmed member- 
ship is forty-four, with an enrollment of 134 in the church 
school. This community has suffered very much from crop 
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failures, and yet this people has heeded every benevolent call, 
and in addition expended several hundred dollars on church 
improvements. This congregation, too, pays a part of the salary 
of your missionary. We have been looking for a suitable man 
for this charge and hope that soon the right man may be found 
to care for this important parish. 


New Work 


We have received a number of calls from new fields, and 
in addition are impressed with the need of the services of the 
missionary in some of our older congregations. In view of these 
facts, your committee has instructed the Synodical Missionary 
to make early provision for a regular pastor for the Sidney- 
Gurley charge. 

A summary of the year brings only satisfaction and voices 
our gratitude to Him from whom all blessings flow. All of our 
missions, save one, have meade substantial reductions. In most 
cases the apportionment has been paid in full and none have 
withheld their hand at the hour of special need. Your mission- 
aries have proved themselves most consecrated servants of the 
Master and deserve highest commendation. We further wish 
to express our sincere gratitude to the pastors and churches of 
our Synod for their financial support and their hearty co-oper- 
ation. We are happy ‘o state that not only our Synodical appor- 
tionment was raised. but that we are permitted to come before 
you with a substantial balance on hand.

REPORT OF SECRETARY OF YOUNG PEOPLE'S SOCIETIES 


In the progress of the Kingdom of God, no one thing in 
recent years is more significant than the aroused interest and 
increasing activity of young men and young women in Christian 
work. EBrethrem, the tide is turning. Opportunities are knock- 
ing at the doors of our churches. Wherever they have been 
seized, the flow of new life has come to the church. 

The future of the church and the nation is with the young. 
If we are to have a church that shall be great in its power of 
extending the kingdom to the farthest corners of the earth, we 
must begin with our youth, we must work today, or “Tomorrow 
they may be impressionless men and women.” 

Trebonious, the instructor of our beloved Dr. Martin 
Luther, always uncovered his head in the presence of any of his 
boys. He was accustomed to say, “Who can tell what man may 
yet rise up amid these youths’? There may be among them 
those who shall be learned doctors, sages—nay princes of the 
empire.” Even then there was before him the mighty giant of 
the Reformation, that solitary monk who shook the world. 

One of our pastors writes: “No other agency will bring to 
the attention of our young people the definite call for lite service 
as our young people's organization.” Outside of the church 
school and the catechetical instruction, the young people's 
society is the greatest training school that the church has for 
its young people. No pastor is doing his full duty if he neg- 
lects this important side of the church work. 

We are grateful to Almighty God to report a net gain of 
nine new societies for the past year, with a total increase in 
membership of 319. 


Recommendations 
First. Again we urge all our pastors to organize their 
young people's societies in accordance with the official action 
of the United Lutheran Church in America in declaring the 
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Luther League of America its official Young People’s organiza- 
tion. 

Second. That Synod authorize this office to procure all 
necessary literature to aid newly organized societies. 

Third. That we grant the request of the State Luther 
League of Nebraska in appointing a committee to arrange for 
a “Leaders’ Training School,” to work in conjunction with sim- 
ilar committees from the German Nebraska Synod and the State 
Luther League of Nebraska. 

Fourth. That Synod give again one page in its printed 
minutes to: the State Luther League of Nebraska for the pur- 
pose of listing the names of its officers and objectives. Copy 
of same being attached. 

Fifth. That in view of the unsettled question as to whether 
the junior societies shall be conducted under the name of Junior 
Luther League or Light Brigade, we recommend that the name 
of new junior societies in local organizations be postponed till 
it is definitely agreed upon by the National Luther League, the 
Woman's Missionary Society and the Church School Board.

Our General Work 


The effort to fulfill the society's policy of “stimulating and 
promoting interest in mission work, by disseminating missionary 
information, by promoting missionary education, and by aiding 
financially the missionary activities of the church.” through its 
regularly established boards, has been continuous: endeavoring 
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with diligence to ‘co-ordinate the work of the society with that 
of the church, and likewise to co-ordinate and unite the work 
of the Synodical Societies composing the Woman's Missionary 
Society.” 

To maintain and extend organization until in every con- 
gregation of the United Lutheran Church there shall be a 
Women's Missionary Society. 

Receipts for the bi-ennium totaled $648,202.71. an increase 
of $396,605.00 over the previous two vears, and 10.600 new 
members were enrolled a8 a result of the membership canvass. 

It is interesting to Know that $60.00 provides for the up- 
keep of a bed, or $1,006.00 endows a bed in the hospitals of 
India. Alse that twenty consecrated younce women have re- 
sponded to the call for Deaconesses, eleven coiling to Laltimore 
and nine to Philadelphia 

The Home Department has grown from 1.912 In 1926 to 
4,000 in 1922. 

Immigrant work is truly forging to the front in importance, 
and if we would only crasp the wonderful opportunity which 
lies at our every door and put heart and hand together to help 
gather in the Lutheran foreigners and other nexlected tmmi- 
grants, what a grand spiritual awakening for our country end 
what an enlarged church we would have in our “New America.” 


Lace Industry 
Sixty-three thousand spools of thread were sent for this 
industry so that now the fingers of the needy lace makers may 
be kept busy, and $21,290.00 was sent to the General Treasurer 
from this department. 


Light Brigade 

In the S39 Light Urigade organizations there is a member- 
ship of 27,890. ne of the most important, if not the most 
important. auxiliary of the Women’s Missionary Society, is the 
Light Brigade. In the child ef today lies the hope of the com- 
ing years, and if our children go out ifite the world with no 
missionary spirit, then will our women of the missionary socle- 
ties be weighed in the balance and found wanting. 


Mission Study 
The far reaching effects of mission study can never be 
measured, nor do we realize that the missionary work of the 
world is being supported by intelligent givers as never before. 
The importance of missionary study is now an established fact 
theoretically; but practically it has not vet come to the place 
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it deserves. Note the reading course for which our Genera! 
Literature Committee has authorized the preparation of cer- 
tificates to every individual who completes a four years’ course 
of reading, with seals for additional years. 


General Information 


Our General Society is comprised of 37 Synodical Societies, 
1,804 Women’s Societies with 58,135 members, 391 Young 
Women's Societies with 8,098 members and Light Brigades 
already mentioned. 

Has equipped and is supporting in India, three hospitals, 
three dispensaries, 40 schools and 34 women missionaries. 

In Africa, one hospital, two dispensaries, Emma V. Day 
School, and out stations and women missionaries. 

In Japan. four kindergartens and seven women mission- 
aries. 

In West Indies, two homes for children and one woman 
missionary. 

In South America, one woman missionary. 

Home disbursements aided erection of churches, pastors’ 
salaries, Slav students and Jewish mission work. Twenty-one 
missionaries were sent out in 1920 to 1922. Forty Home Mis- 
sions were aided, and of this amount 13 became self-supporting, 
during the years 1920 to 1922.

After the close of the convention last year. the President 
met with the Executive Committee and appointed department 
secretaries and standing committees for this year, as printed in 
the minutes of 1921.

During the year, your President sent out 202 letters, 94 
post cards, one night lettér and three long distance telephone 
calls. 

December 19th we sent out a Synodical letter and Christmas 
greetings urging all societies te conduct a membership cam- 
paign. 

January 10th another Synodical letter, urging campaign for 
subscriptions to The Lutheran, was sent out. 

February 16th to 26th your President attended the Student 
Volunteer Conference at Lincoln at which, of an enrollment of 
150 of all denominations, 20 of whom were Lutherans, 13 volyn- 
teered for foreign service. 

September 10th a Synedical letter of information pertain- 
ing to the convention was sent out. 

October 5th the printed program was sent to every Women’s 
Society. 

In accordance with Memorial to Executive Committee at 
the North Platte Conference, and action taken at the Executive 
Committee meeting immediately following, | appointed a com- 
mittee, consisting of Mrs. R. M. Badger of Lincoln, Mra. W. D. 
Crouse of Fremont, and Mrs. F. J. Weertz of ()maha, “to en- 
quire into the feasibility of establishing a School of Missions 
within the bounds of this Synod, possibly in connection with 
Midland College,” with instructions to report at this Conven- 
tion. The report will be given later. 

Your President found it a great privilege to attend the 
South Platte Conference at Lincoln, May 3rd to 4th. and the 
North Platte Conference at Omaha, May 10th.

In making up our report for the year ending July 31, 1922, 


we find but one discouraging feature. We had to take two 


names from the list. However. we are glad to welcome a new 


suciety from the Verdon church this year, which helps to fill 
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the ranks. This record of thirty-one organizations leaves 
twenty-six congregations in the Synod without a Missionary 
Society. May we make the establishment of more societies our 
work for the next year? We have the glad news of four new 
Young Ladies’ Societies—one at Emerson, reorganized; St. 
Luke's, Omaha; Fremont, Salem and one at Verdon—making 
nine Young Ladies’ organizations, with a membership of 242. 
New Light Hrigades are reported at The Church of Our Re- 
deemer, Omaha; Nebraska City, West Point, Lincoln, Hooper 
and Tekamah, making fifteen light Brigades, with a member- 
ship of 340. 

Every society except one Light Brigade sent a report, mak- 
ing a total of active members in all 1,364. We have 595 sub- 
scriptions to our Lutheran Woman's Work. St. Luke's, (maha; 
St. Mark's, Omaha; Benson and Walton have every member a 
subscriber to our magazine. Fremont and York have more sub- 
scriptions than members.

Brigade. It seems there are always some who disband for 
various reasons, usually lack of leadership.

REPORT OF MISSION STUDY SECRETARY 


Your Mission Study Secretary reports as follows: 

As a result of sending two circular letters, tracts and a 
number of personal letters to every society and pastor in the 
Synod, the list of mission study classes has grown to twenty- 
six. This increase is indeed gratifying to your Secretary. Out 
of the twenty-six classes, eighteen were study classes, six read- 
ing circles and two lecture courses. There was a total of 340 
members enrolled in all classes. 

The following items are important, showing what some 
churches have done: 

Emmanuel Church, Tekamah, had four classes. 

North Platte Church conducted four classes. 

As a result of the mission study classes in Kountze Memo- 
rial, Omaha, the Missionary Societies took out five shares at 
$10.00 each for the Union Colleges in the Orient. 

These churches have reported classes to me: Verdon, 
Tekamah (four), St. Mark's. Omaha; Church of the Redeemer. 
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Omaha; Kountze Memorial, Omaha (two); Rising City; Salem, 
Fremont; Midland College (three); Emmanuel, Dakota City; 
West Point, Wilber, Allen, Lincoln, Benson, North Platte (four); 
Zion, Benedict; Hooper. 

This year we have two home and two foreign text books to 
study. A class may select for study any one or all of the four. 
The home books treat of the important negro problem. “The 
Trend of the Races,” by Haynes, is safe, sane and conservative, 
and also intensely interesting; a good book for study. “In the 
Vanguard of a Race,” by Mrs. Hammond, contains twelve bio- 
graphical sketches of successful negro men and women. It is 
especially recommended for study classes and reading circles. 
Of the foreign books, “India on the March,” by Clark, is inter- 
esting to Lutheran women because it presents a fine picture of 
Dr. Kugler’s work. “Lighted to Lighten, the Hope of India,” 
by Van Doran, is a simpler book, treating of girlhood and wom- 
anhood in India. This book has four and one-half pages given 
to Dr. Darn, the assistant of Dr. Kugler. 

In a short time ench society will receive a letter with euller 
announcement of these text books. Any one or all of them is 
worthy of your study. Our motto for next year is “One Hun- 
dred Per Cent of Missionary Societies Active in Mission Study.”

REPORT OF SECRETARY OF STANDARD OF 
EXCELLENCE 


The response to the report blanks sent out by your Secre- 
tary of the Standard of Excellence has been especially gratify- 
ing, and I wish to thank the various societies who made our 
report possible. 

As for the Young Ladies’ Standard of Excellence Report, in 
state only seven societies have reported. (ne of these, Verdon, 
is new; another, Kountze Memorial, Omaha, is a second rank 
society, having attained eighty per cent. However, this state- 
ment is not as discouraging as it might seem from the stand- 
point of the young people as the recruits for the women’s 
societies. One Luther League program includes the Young 
People’s Missionary program, and since we have some thirty 
Luther Leagues in the state you see our young people are not 
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without missionary instruction. Furthermore, since we are not 
asked not to organize a Young People’s Missionary Society 
where there is a Luther League, it seems to me we will have to 
strive for a workable condition of the two. 


Of the thirty-three women’s societies, twenty-eight have 
reported; one, Verdon, is new. Eleven are honor societies. That 
ig, they have attained ten ér more of the twelve points. Two 
of these, Lincoln and North Platte, deserve special mention in 
that they are each 100 per~tent societies; and Allen, Fremont 
and Nebraska City have only missed it by one point. Our goal 
for the next biennium is to be among the Synodical societies 
on the honor roll at the 1924 Genera! Convention. 


By making a summary, it is found that the points which 
the most societies fail to attain are four and six. That is, that 
for the majority it is hard to have a subscription list equal to 
the active ,membership, and that as yet the majority of our 
societies Have not undertaken their responsibility of electing a 
_ Light Brigade Superintendent and organizing a Light Brigade 
in the congregation. 


These points will probably be stressed elsewhere during the 
convention, but let me plead with you to give these two points — 
your earnest and prayerful consideration during this year which 
is now already under way. Surely then you will have results. 


Then there are three other points that should be brought to 
your attention. Numbers one, five and nine. respectively, in the 
order of failure of attainment. 


First. Concerning membership. Let us exert ourselves to 
see that our increase be a net increase, a real increase—over 
and above all losses. 


Second. Point number five is a new one in the Standard— 
but surely a literature secretary can be appointed in each con- 
gregation society who will co-operate with the Light Brigade 
and Home Department Secretaries, Pastor and Sunday School 
Superintendents to see that all shut-ins, children, and friends 
of the church and Sunday School are regularly supplied with 
missionary literature. This ought to be one of the points most 
possible for every society to attain. 


Third. Point number nine has to do with the support of 
the financial specials authorized by our Greneral, Synodical and 
Conference Societies. Perhaps the term SPECIAL is too gen- 
eral for some of us. To keep in touch with these specials in- 
volves attainment of two other points, seven and eleven. 
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If we are represented at conference and Synodical meet- 
ings our delegates can get the latest information concerning 
the specials and bring it back to us. 

If we treat all communication from our officers in a busi- 
ness like way, as suggested in eleven, we would find that, too, 
a source of information. 

Your Secretary of the Standard of Excellence, at any time, 
would be glad to explain in detail the compass of such a gen-_ | 
eralized point. 

I pray you that we all work together for a higher attain- | 
ment of these points especially. : ; 

Early in the year your secretary sent a large poster copy 
and enough smaller cepies for the entire membership to each | 

| 


congregational society. A letter of explanation with explana- 
tory literature inclosed, telling what was necessary in order to- 
attain the various points was also sent to each congregational 
society. Then recently the request for reports on the Standard 
was sent out to each society. ae 

We have given our new standard a year of trial and are 
already embarked on the second. I believe the finest thing : 
about it is that it is consistent with our motto, “Forward,” as . 
nearly every point involves annual increase, so that even the ; 
100 per cent new societies will have to forge ahead during the 
new year to attain the increase. 

Let us pull together in the future, not for the sake of : 
attainment in the Standard of Excellence—No! But, for greater 
efficiency in our services in the vineyard of our Master.

HISTORIAN'S REPORT FOR YEAR 1922-1923 
Who can trace ‘all the sources of a river? Who can say, 
from the snows on such a mountain peak, from the springs of 
such an upland valley, from the bosom of such a lake, have 
come the tributaries that unite in this broad stream” Rut every ; 
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eye can see the result of those hidden forces, the mighty river 
as it nears the sea, bearing fleets upon its breast. to swell the 
commerce or the armaments of nations. So it is hard to tell 
where a great religious movement originates. On what dazzling 
mountain heights of prayer, in what hidden emotions of the 
heart, in what hours of quiet meditation, arose the impulse that 
set the women of all denominations in America to orgapize for 
mission work in the latter half of the nineteenth century? But 
there is nothing obscure about the vast current of that work 
today, with its agencies for uplift and healing at home and 
abroad. We are going to trace, as well as we may, the origin 
and source of just one of its tributaries, our own Woman's Mis- 
sionary Society, now leaving its separate course to mingle in a 
broader stream of service. Some of these sources are, fortu- 
nately, well defined for us in various events which took place 
in the years 1879 and 1880. 


In response to the first call for a Missionary Convention of 
the Women’s Missionary Society of Nebraska Synod, at Ponca, 
in September, 1886, one solitary delegate, Mrs. J. W. Kimmel, 
presented her credentials, which she had carried from the Te- 
kamah overland to Ponca, a distance of eighty miles, being one 
of the party piloted through the country to the Eighth Annua! 
meeting of the Nebraska Synod, by Mr. Michael Olinger, of 
sainted memory, one of Burt county's earliest and noblest 
Lutheran pioneers. The route traveled the first day led through 
the Omaha Indian reservation and made the whole party, con- 
sisting of Father Olinger, Rev. H. L. Baugher, D. D.; Rev. J. C. 
Brodfulner, J. W. Kimmel and Mrs. Kimmel. The President, 
Vice President and Treasurer of the Woman's Synodical Society 
were on the ground and kindly received the one Auxiliary dele- 
gate. The same day Mrs. J. P. Schnure and Mrs. J; Zimmerman, 
both of Dakota City, the adjoining pastorate, were also gladly 
welcomed. The Ponca Auxiliary Society was then rallied to the 
front and at the appointed time, Friday afternoon, September 
16, 1880, the convention was called to order by the President of 
the Synod, with Rev. J. P. Schnure as Secretary. Verbal reports 
of the work so far as known were made by the ladies and some 
of the pastors present, which appeared quite encouraging, con- 
sidering that the oldest Auxillary Society had existed one year 
and the youngest less than two months. After the verbal! 
reports the constitution prepared by the General Society for 
Synodical organizations was adopted, and the officers duly 
elected for the ensuing year as follows: President, Mrs. J. W. 
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Kimmel, Tekamah; Vice President, Mrs. G. H. Schnure, Ponca: 
English Secretary, Miss Lou Leisenring, Omaha; German Sec- 
retary, Mrs. Rosa Nagal, Brada; Treasurer, Mrs. J. P. Schnure, 
Dakota City. 

After some instruction and encouragement, the meeting 
adjourned with prayer, to meet at place thereafter determined 
by the Synod. 

Members present at this convention, as far as learned, were: 
Mrs. G. H. Schnure, Mrs. 0. M. Childs, Mrs. J. Stough, Mrs. Me- 
Quaid, Mrs. Bisbee, Mrs. Kingsbury. Mrs. Mikesel of Ponca, Mrs. 
J. P. Schnure, Mrs. J. Zimmerman of Dakota City, and Mrs. 
Kimmel of Tekamah. 

How many burning and shining lights were to come twink- 
ling out from that modest cruise no one in that day of small 
beginnings had dared to dream. But now the work was begun, 
the women had offered their services to the Master, and He 
stood ready to multiply their gifts many fold. Forty-two years 
ago, only a thought that gradually unfolded and blossomed 
Into action; today an equipped organization, beautiful in its 
spirit of unity of purpose and activity, with the boards of our 
church and our pastors. Forty-two years ago a company of 
women, scarcely able to utter a prayer in a woman's meeting 
or conduct the exercises of an auxiliary society, with scarcely 
one equal to the task of presiding over a general convention. 
Today we feel that almost any one of our number could fill 
nearly any of those positions with credit. Forty-two years ago 
a little group of women meeting to organize; today a member- 
ship of women and children over 1,200. Forty-two years ago a 
treasury just established; today a total of over $4,149.07. 

As my official duty, questionairres were sent out to each 
society in the state. Most of them were promptly returned 
filled out, and from the study of them I bring the following * 
report: 

I find twenty-six Mission Study classes. Nearly all the 
societies used the text book study, program packets and Luth- 
eran Woman's Work (we rejoice in that). The offerings from 
most societies have been an increase over that of last year. Not 
as many holding public Thank Offering meetings as we would 
like, yet almost all observing the Thank Offering service. The 
average attendance at monthly meetings shows a splendid in- 
crease. From the reports sent to me I find we received eighty- 
six new members. thirteen in the Home Department and six 
honorary members, fourteen life memberships made and seven

They are more than 
the satisfaction of the members gathered and money given, 
more even than the joy of missionaries sent, buildings erected 
and converts brought into the Kingdom—something more pre- 
cious than all outward success has come into the lives of those 
who have shared in this service, even in the presence of the 
Master Himself. May He accept the harvest we lay at His feet.

YOUNG WOMEN’S DEPARTMENT, 1921-1922 


During the past year about forty letters were written by 
the Secretary, and before the Spring Conference Mrs. G. E. 
Hickman of Tekamah also assisted in the work of this depart- 
ment. The field for the work of this department is very large. 
and only a very small number of the churches who do not have 
Young Women’s Societies were written. If a real campaign was 
made for new Young Women’s Societies, I feel sure the results 
would be gratifying. Of course this calls for leadership on the 
part of the women’s societies. 

I have been unable to secure reports for all societies and 
sO my report to you must of a necessity be incomplete. Of the 
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reports received, only one society shows an increase. while two 
show a small decrease. We are happy to report two new socie- 
ties, Verdon and St. Luke's, Omaha, and the society at Emerson 
reorganized from a Young People’s to a Young Women's Society. 
The total number of Young Women's Societies is now nine. but 
with over thirty Women's Societies we should have at least the 
same number of Young Women's Societies. With the help of 
every organized society, both Women's and Young Women’s. 
we feel that we may take for our goal for the coming year “A 
Young Women's Society in Every Congregation that has a 
Women's Society.” 

Our Treasurer's report shows that the Young Women's So- 
cieties have made contributions totaling $152.34. While I feel 
the primary object of our Missionary Socicties is to cultivate a 
missionary spirit in our churches, yet the securing of funds to 
promote the work of our missionaries everywhere is of vital 
importance. This report shows a material increase over last 
year and it also shews that we need training in giving as well 
as in serving, and as our young women grow into the Women’s 
Societies the effects of this training will be felt.

Upon being appointed Student Secretary a year ago, |! 
learned that 14 congregations had not sent in their report on 
students. I wrote these congregations, receiving replies from 
ten. These, together with the reports received by my prede- 
cessor, were sent in to our General Secretary, Miss Markley. 

This September the Board of Education, with the co- 
operation of the Women's Missionary Society, began the fourth 
year of work among women students. During the past academic 
year, 89 groups were visited by Miss Markley and her assistant. 
So successful has been the response from Synodical Student 
Secretaries in securing the names of women students that this 
year a call comes from our Grand Secretary, asking for the 
names of both men and women students in all colleges, Luth- 
eran and non-Lutheran. Accordingly, I sent out in September 
letters and memorandum blanks to 41 congregations of our 
Synod. Where the congregation was without a pastor, these 
were sent to a laymen or member of the Missionary. Society. 
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To date, I have received 37 reports. From these we report 

75 men and 80 women students. Of these, 63 are attending our 

denominational schools. We note with gratitude that 11 young 

men are looking forward to the Gospel ministry, and one young 

lady to the mission fields. Seven are planning on a medical 

course. Let us pray that some may become medical mission- 

aries. Seven congregations are yet to reply, and we hope to 

receive replies soon, that a full report may be sent to our Gen- 
eral Secretary.

The report of the North Platte Conference Committee has 
by necessity been done mostly by correspondence. The work 
or organization was divided among the three members as fv!- 
lows: Women's Societies, Mrs. Ebright; Light Brigade, Mrs. 
Fetterolf, and Young Ladies’, Mrs. Hickman. 

Each member was also given certain congregations to keep 
in touch with concerning conference matters. 
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In spite of the efforts put forth, seemingly there are few 
results. We have no new Women's Societies: one new Young 
Ladies, Omaha (St. Luke's), and four new Light Brigades, 
West Point, Hooper, Tekamah and Omaha (Our Redeemer). 

The work of organizing Young Ladies’ Missionary Societies 
is baffling. By the Missionary Society we are urged not to over- 
look our young ladies, but. to see that they have missionary 
societies of their own which will be the training school of the 
future women's societies. By the Luther League we are asked 
not to organize Young Ladies’ Missionary Societies in conere- 
gations where a Luther League is already organized. The 
result is that since there are thirty Luther Leagues among our 
congregations, it is uphill business to have 100 per cent Young 
Ladies’ Missionary organizations. 

Surely in the near future, since the Luther League pro- 
grams already include the Young Ladies’ missionary program, a 
workable combination of the two wiil unfold itself. 

However, the report from the Standard of Excellence seems 
to signify that many of our old societies have taken new life 
and haye accomplished much more this year. 

Two meetings of the committee with two members present 
were held to make plans for the North Platte Conference. The 
rest of the plans were made through correspondence. This 
meeting was held May 10, 1922, in Omaha, at Kountze Me- 
morial Church, in an afternoon and evening session. 

Owing to the inability of any of the members of the com- 
mittee to preside. our Synodical President, Mrs. Van Fleet, pre- 
sided.

After due consideration, we, yovrr committee “to Iinvesti- 
gate the advisability of establishing a Simmer School of Mis- 
sions in Fremont,” present to you the following: 

1. An Interdenominational Summer School of Missions to 
cover a period of time from five to ten days, which would con- 
sist of a program of Bible studies, inspirational speeches, re- 
views of the Home Missions, and the Foreign Missions study 
books, a school of missionary methods or conference meetings, 
missionary literature tables and methods. 

This would be a Woman's School of Missions. It might be 
held in the dormitory assembly room of Midiand College during 
the vacation period. 

To finance such a school and to help establish it, the Inter- 
denominational Board of Home Mission Study Classes and the 
Interdenominmational Board of Foreign Mission Study Classes 
each offer $50.00 for a perio of three vears. A fee could be 
secured from those attending to pay expenses, especially for 
printing and advertising. 

2. A Lutheran Summer Assembly, which would, in addi- 
tion to the Summer School of Missions, cover the dates of the 
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Students’ and Pastors’ Conference, Luther League and Sunday 
Schools, School of Instruction, Synodical Conferences, Mission- 
ary Conferences, Denominational Rallies and Bible Classes. 

To finance this would require that, besides a regular fee 
charged those attending, each department would provide its 
own program of speakers, at least until the assembly is estab- 
lished. 

Your committee think it advisable to consult with and 
secure the co-operation of the Synod of our State and of the 
adjoining States, also of the boards of other denominations in 
the territory.

4 The value of educated efficiency in evangelization. 

In a letter from Metta K. Blair, she states that she has 
taken her first year exams in Telugu and that she is now sta- 
tioned at Arogyvaram, as nursing superintendent. She is sure 
that she will be happy in her work there. 
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Mrs. Walter Weiler, the General Treasurer of the Women's 
Missionary Society, sends best wishes to the convention, and 
thanks for our women’s generous support of the work. She 
asks that we remember the general treasury when making our 
plans for 1923.
